The central city issue is now the economic 
bust - and of the five candidates running, only 
City Council incumbents Lee Leffingwell and 
Brewster McCracken have direct current experi- 
ence in handling and adjusting city budgets, 
programs, and staffing. On balance, our 
endorsement goes to Leffingwell as the most 
reliable and thoughtful advocate for protecting 
core city services and those policies indispens- 
able to citizens’ quality of life. His ability to 
work patiently with disparate interest groups 
and his council colleagues has broken policy 
logjams and moved the city forward on water 
conservation, redevelopment, public safety, and 
other issues.

OPPOSING HEIGHT LIMITS NAIVE 

Dear Editor, 

With all due respect, your reporter Katherine 
Gregor is naive in opposing firm height limits along 
Lady Bird Lake [“Developing Stories: Protecting 
the Waterfront (Part 2),” News, May 1]. 

Rather than re-enact such limits, the City 
Council has now passed the sort of “compro- 
mise” recommended by Ms. Gregor: Height 
limits can be waived whenever the developer 
“proves” to the council that a taller building 
“benefits” the community. We are told this is 
sophisticated and modern. Alas, it is not. 

The problem is that this policy permits every 
case to become a potential exception, with the 
usual result. In a never-ending, case-by-case 
siege on City Hall, developers cultivate staff and 
council members. Money sloshes into campaigns. 
Personal and business relationships come into 
play. Ordinary citizens, without lobbyists, are 
forced into innumerable exhausting battles. 
Planning rules die the death of a thousand cuts. 

Planning decisions are not made by philoso- 
pher kings. City planning is inherently political. 
The route of a new sewer line or an extra 20 
floors on a condo tower means millions of dol- 
lars in profits to some parties. Firm rules are 
required to protect the public interest. 

The people of Austin want height limits on the 
lake. That is a reasonable, even enlightened, plan- 
ning principle. It expresses longtime community 
values. Contrary to Ms. Gregor’s view, “the judi- 
cious use of taller, thinner buildings” along the 
lake is not an immutable law of town planning. 

In reality, lakeshore height limits don’t have 
anything to do with "old” standards vs. “new” or 
“density vs. sprawl.” That is a false argument. 
Those who make it are not advancing a New 
Urbanism. They are shilling for a kind of fake 
urbanism in which pseudo-sophisticated slogans 
are used to justify whatever politicians and pro- 
moters want to do.

USE COMMON SENSE WITH SPRINGS 

Dear Nick and Louis, 

Our safety is at risk. Therefore, the solution is 
obvious: The city of Austin must immediately cut 
down all of the trees on city property and imme- 
diately fill in all city swimming pools, including 
Barton Springs Pool. 

That might sound extreme, but that’s the logic 
being applied by the city to the trees at Barton 
Springs Pool. The city is planning to cut some 30 
trees in and around the pool because they might 
fall, they might lose a branch, someone might be 
underneath when that happens, and that some- 
one might get hurt. 

Barton Springs is a major safety hazard. About 
15 years ago, I was at the pool when a man 
drowned. I watched the lifeguards pull his limp 
body out of the water. More people might drown. 
Therefore, given the logic being applied to the 
trees, it only makes sense to close the pool. 

Life is full of risks. By planning to wipe out the 
old trees around Barton Springs, the city is leav- 
ing common sense on the tarmac. Yes, one of 


the trees might fall. Then again, the trees might 
be safe just like they are. Sure, someone might 
drown at Barton Springs or one of the other city- 
operated pools. Then again, they might not. 

Don Gardner, an arborist hired by the Save 
Our Springs Alliance, believes only a handful of 
the trees at Barton Springs need to be removed. 
When it comes to trees, particularly at Barton 
Springs, less is not more. We need to apply 
some common sense here. That means minimal 
harassment of the trees and the pool.

The fact is, Austin taxpayers do not subsidize 
public access TV [“Point Austin,” News, April 
10]. Funding comes (rather unwillingly) from 
the cable companies and phone companies 
that sell television programming, through a 
supposed pass-through arrangement controlled 
by city officials. Time Warner passes this 
cost along to its subscribers, many of whom 
are taxpayers, but the money does not come 
from the General Fund. If anything, the city of 
Austin makes money on the franchise agree- 


ment, which also funds Channel 6 and the ME 
Television entertainment channel. 

Public access TV is a free-speech forum already 
under attack by the cable companies and the phone 
companies, and there are numerous reasons why 
the current management of the Austin channels 
(PACT/channelAustin) should not be funded by city 
taxpayers, but failure to exercise editorial control 
over its producers is not among them. 

Each producer is required to follow the laws 
regarding libel, slander, obscenity, etc., and each 
can be held responsible if he or she breaks 
those laws. If you disagree with something that 
you see or hear on the public access channels, 
well, make your own show expressing your 
opinion. You are fortunate to have the Chronicle 
to use as your soapbox, but most ideas and 
philosophies do not see public expression in the 
available forums.

The Hustle’s DVR is stocked with all manner of 
clip shows: The Soup, InfoMania , and the like. And 
by their - or any other - metric, Brewster McCracken 
is decidedly not having the Best Week Ever. 

As of this writing, his over-the-limit haul on 
out-of-town contributions earned him a criminal 
complaint from opponent Lee Leffingwell 
the exasperation of the local blogosphere 
negative press from the TV newsers, and 
- never one to resist a pile-on - a verbal 
berating from Carole Keeton Strayhom. 

All this, for a measly eight grand that 
could’ve been his for the asking the 
minute after the polls closed. Even if 
Team McCracken truly believes it’s in the 
right - that it’s legal to raise money for a 
run-off election before the run-off’s official, much 
less begun - the optics on this one still should’ve 
been a no-brainer: Return the money Not even 
as an admission you screwed up but because 
you don’t want the hint of impropriety to linger. 
McCracken would’ve become the bigger man, and 
his campaign claims that Leffingwell’ s complaint 


was cheap political theatre would’ve had some heft 
behind them. But they’ve since dug in and doubled 
down, which - regardless of their argument - looks 
bad. All this, again, for some 50 contributions that 
would’ve been theirs May 10 anyway (if McCracken 
does in fact make a run-off). 

While the finance follies are McCracken’s 

k own, he bears little direct blame for 
the Brewster Nation fiasco that 
imploded this week. It began in the 
last few weeks, with Facebook ads 
that linked to a YouTube video of 
Leffingwell supposedly dropping a 
bombshell: that he supports charg- 
ing for now-free Downtown parking 
at night and on the weekends. Despite 
some obnoxious - oops, we mean “creative” 
- intertitles like, “What the Leff?” and sub-morn- 
ing-zoo-style sound effects hyping the charge, 
there was no there there. In the video, filmed at 
a candidate forum, Leffingwell acknowledged he 
suggested the transportation department “take a

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> CLOCKING OUT, MOSTLY Declaring “Mission Accomplished,” 
Democracy for Texas - part of the Democracy for America orga- 
nization that grew out of Howard Dean’s 2004 presidential cam- 
paign - announced last week that it’s suspending operations. The 
group sponsored monthly meetings at places such as Mother 
Egan’s and Scholz Garten to discuss Democratic Party and pro- 
gressive political goals. “Many of us awoke to our passion for 
political involvement before we even knew what organizing was - 
much less how to build a statewide infrastructure,” said DFT’s 
goodbye announcement. “Yet we did it. We gained an entire Dem- 
ocratic delegation from Austin, turned Dallas County blue, turned 
Harris County indigo and unearthed fragments of cobalt blue in 
the most unlikely places. We gained enough seats in the state 
legislature to oust a power-entrenched speaker and maintained 
Congressional seats after partisan redistricting.” DFT said it will 
maintain “a skeletal infrastructure until our mission is renewed 
out of a statewide need for grassroots training.” - Lee Nichols 

> OH, THE OMISSIONS Court of Criminal Appeals Presiding Judge 
Sharon Keller last week revised her personal financial disclosure 
with the Texas Ethics Commission to include some $2.4 million in 
assets she’d previously failed to report. The problem? Her dad con- 
trols much of her assets. Or so she says. One of her attorneys, Ed 
Shack (a former Ethics Commission lawyer), told The Dallas Morning 
News that three of the properties Keller owns, worth about $1 million, 
were actually “acquired and managed” by her father, Jack, without 
Keller’s knowledge - never mind that Keller actually signed a plat 
record for one of the properties in 2007 and that she was receiving 
income from those properties. “Even though she might get a check, 
even though they might be a source of income, I don’t think she was 
aware that she owned the underlying real estate,” Shack told the 
daily. Among the other lame explanations: She didn’t disclose being 
an officeholder in three family-owned businesses because she didn’t 
“think of these as positions,” and she didn’t mention owning 22 cer- 
tificates of deposit, from which she gets some $110,000 in interest 
income, because she didn’t realize the CDs were a type of “commer- 
cial paper” in need of reporting. (See “Contradictory Keller 
Conclusions,” p.24, for more on Keller’s legal woes.) - Jordan Smith 

GREEN TEST-RUN As Eastside Memorial High School looks 
toward a greener future - one of two new schools to be housed on 
campus next year will be Eastside Memorial Green Tech High - a 
group of students has decided to jump-start the eco-revolution a lit- 
tle early. On a typical day, 25 bags of trash come out of the 
school’s cafeteria, where, without a commercial dishwasher, staffers 
must serve lunch in disposable containers. On Wednesday, May 6, 
in hopes of reducing some of that waste, the school environmental 
club planned to use a $500 grant from the National Envi- 
ronmental Education Foundation to launch No Styrofoam Day. 
Students would replace the cafeteria’s Styrofoam and plastic contain- 
ers with biodegradable products made of sugarcane fiber, then col- 
lected, sorted, and delivered the trash to Texas Disposal Systems’ 
commercial composting facility. While the eco-friendly containers - 
purchased from Austin’s Eco-Wise and California-based World 
Centric - cost about 10 cents each (7 cents more than their waste- 
ful counterparts), costs could be brought down by a long-term con- 
tract, said special education teacher Megan Sita, the club’s spon- 
sor. Such a move would divert 20 bags of trash a day from landfills 
and reduce the school’s use of petroleum products. - Nora Ankrum 


Grading the Campaign Ads Who did their homework? 
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Brewster McCracken: "Stronger Than We Were Before” 

Produced by local firm Arts+Labor and lensed by director 
PJ Raval, McCracken’s clip is steeped in the same hip, high 
tech signifiers as his campaign. Wicked HD resolution! The 
Pecan Street Project! Chillin’ at the Alamo Drafthouse! Which 
is all fine - until the clip cuts to Matrix- style, time-shifting 
"bullet-cam” swoops. It’s thrilling if you’re watching latex- 
clad Carrie-Ann Moss plunge off a building - not so much if 
it’s Brewster McCracken walking into City Hall. 

Grade: B 

Lee Leffingwell: "Running for Mayor” 

Well, there’s one way to prove your environmental 
bonafides: by recycling the same campaign clip as last 
year! Except for an establishing shot of a new yard sign, it’s 
the same clip Leffingwell used in his re-election “run” - ha, 
get it? - last year. Moreover, he’s composted it into two clips: 
one more autobiographical, one focusing on accomplish- 
ments. Solid message, but it looks like Lee’s already started 
“hunkering down.” 

Grade: B- 

Carole Keeton St ray horn: "Not on My Watch!” 

This slick attack ad begins by claiming McCracken and 
Leffingwell “voted to spend millions more than the city is bring- 
ing in,” demonstrating that former Comptroller Strayhorn either 
has no inkling of the city budget process or is lying. (Her sen- 
sational claim simply doesn’t acknowledge the city’s revenue- 
generating utilities.) She attacks Cap Metro on similarly spuri- 
ous grounds, saying millions “vanished” (the funds, sunk into 


Cap Metro’s rail line, are well accounted for). Cue lots of scary 
gridlock footage and a wild-eyed Strayhorn braying she’ll “get 
Austin moving” - down the highway, natch. (Plus, the first ver- 
sion of this ad stole Chronicle photog John Anderson’s shot of 
Leffingwell, sans permission - not that we hold a grudge.) 
Grade: F 

Perla Cavazos: "Is This Austin?” 

Cavazos has caught some flak from Downtown density 
boosters for her yuppie-baiting clip, asking, “From valet 
parking to $500,000 condos, do you ever wonder if we’re 
still in Austin?” It’s a little snarky but not nearly as bad as 
Laura Morrison’s 2008 ad envisioning Cabrini-Green on 
Lady Bird Lake. Goofier is “the human side” message 
Cavazos has adopted as her closing frame - she’s not run- 
ning against the T-1000, is she? (Wait, don’t answer that.) 
But the music is kicking! 

Grade: B- 

Chris Riley: "Taking Action for Austin” 

No real production values in this one. Nice sleight of hand 
on the neighborhoodanistas in Riley’s statement he “started 
a neighborhood association” without mentioning it’s the 

Downtown Austin Neighborhood Association. (Take that, 
Old West Austin!) It’s the more substantive Place 1 ad, enu- 
merating Riley’s achievements. Plus, he continues his quest 
to be the season’s hippest candidate (sorry Brewster) by fea- 
turing a real live tattooed bike rider! (It looks like a sleeve 
tat, but the video’s a little grainy.) 

Grade: B+

look” at possible charges. That noncommit- 
tal remark was twisted into an attack that 
Leffingwell is promoting such a change and 
was printed on hundreds of now-infamous 
“violation” fliers stuck on windshields last 
weekend throughout Downtown. The fli- 
ers, like the online versions of the parking 
smear, lacked any identifying details or dis- 
claimers about the anonymous org, and late 
Monday afternoon, both the YouTube video 
and the Brewster Nation website had been 
taken down. The McCracken campaign has 
said it did not design, write, or post the 
fliers or website; spokesman Colin Rowan 
says, “Brewster found out about the ‘tick- 
ets’ this last weekend when he saw one on 
a car during the Pecan 
Street Festival.” 

However, McCracken 
did drop the nascent 
Nation an encouraging 
note, posted to the site’s 
since-scrubbed blog, call- 
ing its work “creative and 
cool.” Once again, the 
campaign appears tone 
deaf - in the same spot, 
he might easily have posted some variation on, 
“I appreciate your support, but please make 
certain you’re complying with all Austin’s 
campaign finance laws.” Not a priority? 

Having backfired spectacularly, the “Brewster 
Nation” is more accurately a failed state. 
“Spread the word,” says the flier. “McCracken 
gets it.” Obviously his boosters don’t. 

Lastly, we’d be remiss not to men- 
tion McCracken’s Web video, “The Austin 
Model,” and the viral uproar it engen- 
dered from here to Missouri. In the clip, 
McCracken presents St. Louis as a cau- 
tionary tale of what happens when a city 
rests on its laurels. Noting the city’s early 
20th century prominence, he says, “Today, 
St. Louis is not among the nation’s 50 
biggest cities” and “entire sections of St. 
Louis’ urban core have been abandoned for 
decades.” His warning of Austin’s potential 


“St. Louis-style decline” didn’t go over 
too well in Gateway City. St. Louis news 
station KMOy in a masterpiece of incredu- 
lous, “Tonight-at-10” sensibility, sampled 
the unfavorable opinions of McCracken’s 
ad at a frozen custard stand, then got a 
spokesman for St. Louis Mayor Francis G. 
Slay to call McCracken “a goof.” (Once it 
spread to Twitter, the most common rebut- 
tal online went something along the churl- 
ishly endearing lines of: “Well, do you 
guys have the St. Louis Cardinals? Then 
shut the hell up!”) The campaign ulti- 
mately seized on the video’s viral spread, 
calling it “a legitimate historic case study 
of what happens when a city sits still” 
and e-mailing support- 
ers that “The Austin 
Model” was now “the 
most watched YouTube 
video in Austin election 
history.” But by that 
metric, isn’t the KMOV 
report - ripped and 
uploaded to YouTube, 
with the original video 
still on the station’s 
website after an untold number of view- 
ings - the second most watched? 

Obviously, these three foul-ups aren’t the 
message you want out there entering the 
home stretch. Lest the Hustle be seen as pil- 
ing on, it should be said that if Leffingwell 
or Strayhorn had suffered similar recent 
wounds (self-inflicted or otherwise), it would 
be duly reported here. Strayhorn has had a 
long and pockmarked political career, and 
we’ve certainly had some fun with it, and 
Leffingwell has sometimes justifiably been 
criticized as too careful and compromising 
by half. But the pitfalls on the campaign 
trail - some steeper and deeper than others 
- don’t always arrive fair and balanced. ■

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Campaign Finance Flare-Up When is a run-off ... a run-off? 



The last batch of campaign finance 
reports before municipal election day came in 
Friday, May 1 (“eight day out” reports), and 
there’s a lot more to them this time than lists 
of names and numbers. Lee Leffingwell’s 
mayoral campaign has accused opponent 
Brewster McCracken’s campaign of exceed- 
ing the legal cap on out-of-town donations 
by more than $8,000 and said a complaint 
would be filed in municipal court, charged with 
enforcing campaign finance laws. McCracken’s 
camp insists it has broken no rules and is 
counteraccusing Leffingwell of dirty tricks. 

Leffingwell consultant Mark Nathan noted 
that in McCracken’s 30-day-out report, he had 


very nearly approached the limit - currently 
set at $33,000 - on out-of-town contribu- 
tions. Yet in his newly released eight-day-out 
report, McCracken collected 50 additional 
out-of-town contributions, raising the total 
amount collected to more than $41,000. 

(The most prominent out-of-town contributor 
was former City Manager Toby Futrell, who 
coughed up $200.) Nathan points out that 
McCracken and Leffingwell both sponsored 
the 2006 ordinance doubling the out-of-town 
cap to $30,000 (indexed to inflation); he 
also notes that two years later, the entire 
council agreed to make campaign finance vio- 
lations a criminal offense - specifically, a 
misdemeanor carrying a $500 fine for each 
separate offense. 

McCracken spokesman Colin Rowan 
argues that the extra funds are allowable for 
run-off fundraising. “A regular campaign is 
allowed to raise $33,000 from out-of-town 
donors,” he says. “They’re also allowed in a 
run-off to raise up to $22,000 from out-of- 
town donors. That’s a total of $55,000 in a 
run-off election that can be raised in total 
from donors outside the city.” And, Rowan 
says, “there isn’t anything in the code, as far 
as it has been interpreted to me, that you 
cannot raise money during the regular elec- 
tion for the run-off.” 

The problem with Rowan’s argument is that 
the charter provision, as written, does not 
seem to leave much room for interpretation. 
Article III, Section 8, Paragraph 3 states: 
“No candidate and his or her committee shall 
accept an aggregate contribution total of 
more than $30,000 [adjusted for inflation to 
$33,000] per election, and $20,000 
[$22,000] in the case of a runoff election 
[emphasis added], from sources other than 


natural persons eligible to vote in a postal 
zip code completely or partially within the 
Austin city limits.” 

Rowan points to the McCracken cam- 
paign’s healthy cash-on-hand reserves - more 
than $76,000 - as proof that it hasn’t spent 
the money yet. He also adds that candidates 
are allowed “officeholder accounts” up to 
$20,000. So, between the two allowances, 
he says: “In a run-off campaign, a candidate 
could raise a total of $75,000 from out-of- 
town donors. We raised in the neighborhood 
of $42,000.” He has also vowed the cam- 
paign will return the funds if McCracken does 
not enter the run-off. 

The burning question seems to be: Is there 
a run-off campaign before there’s a run-off? 

“The Leffingwell campaign has a history of 
making very serious ethical, criminal, and legal 
accusations of opponents at the 11th hour,” 
says Rowan, referring to Leffingwell’s 
2008 council re-election campaign, 
which questioned whether illegal 
campaign coordination was 
occurring among its detractors. 

“There’s not any ‘there’ there. 

It’s a clever press release, it 
alleges a lot of really serious 
things, and there’s nothing to it.” 

Nathan responds that the char- 
ter “clearly says candidates may 
only raise additional money ‘in the 
case of a run-off.’ There is no provision in the 
City Charter that allows you to raise money 
for the run-off before there even is a run-off.” 
The Leffingwell campaign filed its complaint 
Monday afternoon. 

In light of the above, it isn’t surprising that 
McCracken out-raised Leffingwell, albeit nar- 
rowly: $74,049 to $69,611. Leffingwell still 


leads in cash-on-hand reserves, $87,444 to 
$76,379. Leffingwell’s contributors include 
the usual mix of attorneys and progressives; 
donating this go-round were environmentalist 
Shudde Fath, Constable Bruce Elfant, and 
former state Sen. Gonzalo Barrientos. The 
expense side of Leffingwell’s report included 
$25,000 for television advertising and 
$22, 000-plus for direct mailers. McCracken’s 
backers comprise the now-familiar composi- 
tion of creative classers and development 
types: Bold-faced donors include South by 
Southwest head Roland Swenson and 
Austin Film Festival Executive Director 
Barbara Morgan, plus Pike Powers and 
wife Pam. McCracken spent nearly $62,000 
in television advertising. 

Carole Keeton Strayhorn had a relatively 
weak fundraising month, collecting just less 
than $40,000, and is going forward this 
last week with an anemic $17,000 
on hand. But she’s already paid 
Dresner, Wickers & 
Associates, the San 
Francisco-based firm that 
produced her TV spot, 
$81,000, presumably for its 
creation and an ad buy. 

David Buttross apparently 
bundled some of his 30-day- 
out reporting with his eight-day- 
out disclosure; since the March 1 
filing, he reports $3,550 in contributions, 
the same amount he lists as cash-on-hand; 
his campaign expenses look to have come 
out of a $30,000 loan he made to himself. 
Buttross is also responsible for all of Josiah 
Ingalls $215 in contributions; Ingalls has 
spent $100.18 at Wal-Mart on supplies.

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Carole’s Top lO Greatest Hits 


(She may not make the run-off, but in our 
hearts, she's No. 1 with a bullet.) 

1) Barring a run-off that may force us to 
extend “Carole’s Greatest Hits” for another 
month, this installment, our final before elec- 
tion day Saturday, hauls out mayoral candi- 
date Carole Keeton Strayhorn’s biggest, 
most memorable chart-topper: the South 
Texas Nuclear Project. Back in ’79, the 
career politician formerly known as Mayor 
McClellan served as head nuke booster for 
a volatile referendum that would determine 
the direction of Austin’s energy future. 
Voters were asked two opposing questions - 
one, whether the city should sell its interest 
in a project already plagued by cost overruns 
and delays and, two, whether the city should 
spend $215.8 million and cement its mar- 
riage to the nuke. Key to this story is that 
less than two weeks before the election, a 
nuclear meltdown at Three Mile Island in 
Pennsylvania forced the evacuation of thou- 
sands of residents and prompted government 
officials across the nation to rethink their 
positions on nuclear energy. But not 
Strayhorn, who at the time was running for a 
second term. With her re-election essentially 


guaranteed, Strayhorn threw herself into the 
pro-nuke effort, just as anti-nukers - many 
of whom had helped get the onetime liberal 
(by Texas standards) elected to her first term 
- turned up the amps to defeat the ballot 
issue. Strayhorn had the big money on her 
side. She took out full-page ads and went on 
TV to convince Austinites that nuclear energy 
was not only safe but would provide the city 
with unlimited cheap energy. One anti-nuke 
veteran, Paul Robbins, recalled one of 
Strayhorn’s TV ads this way: “She looked into 
the camera and told the audience that she 
was a mother. And as a mother, she would 
not risk her kids in a nuclear accident. And 
since she thought the plant was safe, Austin- 
ites should vote for it.” On the day before the 
election, Strayhorn took out an ad in the 
Austin American-Statesman that read, “The 
only way - the only way - to insure that your 
utility bills will be as low as possible is to 
vote to stay in the South Texas Nuclear 
Project.” In the end, the pro-nuke forces won 
on both ballot questions, though by narrow 
margins (Strayhorn won by a landslide), and 
the project went on to cost the city well more 
than $1 billion.

6) One Hand Washes the Other: Strayhorn 
pledged in her 1994 campaign for Railroad 
Commission to refuse contributions from oil 
companies with contested cases before the 
commission - then did the opposite. 

7) Springs Sewage: She supported the 1980 
bond election sending water and sewer mains 
into the Barton Creek Watershed and Barton 
Creek itself. Voters soundly rejected that and 
most of the other bonds on the ballot. 

8) Headliner: As comptroller, she showed up 
at Antone’s with trailing TV cameras to seize 
the club’s cash registers, seeking $22,000 in 
back liquor taxes. 

9) Budget Bully: Determined to have the 
last word in a long-running feud with Capitol 
leaders during the 2003 session, the comp- 
troller very publicly refused to certify the 
state budget because it wouldn’t balance - 
budget writers had inadvertently axed $200 
million from a highways fund. 

10) Less of Me to Love: Mayor Carole 

McClellan published a weight-loss recipe 
book called The Mayor's Diet: How to Lose 80

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Ticketing a (Campaign) Violation 


If you’ve parked Downtown lately, you 
may have returned to your car to find a 
bright yellow “violation” stuck to the 
windshield. It’s not a real ticket but a cam- 
paign flier mocked up to look like one, attack- 
ing mayoral candidate Lee Leffingwell by 
saying he “wants you to pay for this spot 
on nights & weekends.” Similarly, on 
Facebook you may have noticed an ad 
depicting Leffingwell with the tagline, “He’s 
not my Leffing Mayor,” which links to a 
video claiming Leffingwell supports such 
parking charges. 

Both ads are the work of the “Brewster 
Nation,” which describes itself alternately 
as a group of “representatives of Austin’s 
small business, creative, digital, and other 
tech industries” or “private citizens who 
support [Brewster] McCracken and a 
more creative and productive Austin.” The 
latter comes from the language on the vio- 
lation flyers; according to a press release, 
the group doesn’t consider itself a political 
action committee - which in theory 
explains why there’s no legally required dis- 
closure on the ads or similarly required 
information on file with the city. 

Details about the group are extremely 
sketchy; its website had no contact info 
other than a generic e-mail address. A 
Whois search says BrewsterNation.com is 
registered to Kimiko Tokita, a woman also 
named as a media contact in the press 
release announcing the website launch. 
However, in a comment on the Brewster 
Nation blog, the administrator writes, 
“Brewster Nation is funded by a private 
Austin individual exercising his right to 
free speech, and providing a web portal for 
others to share their opinion.” Tokita con- 
firmed she was hired to work for the group 
by a figure who, for now, wishes to remain 
anonymous. Adding to the intrigue, late 
Monday afternoon - after news of the cam- 
paign had spread across the local media 
landscape - the Brewster Nation website 
was taken down. 

As for the substance of the claim, the 
parking topic emerged at a candidate 
forum in April. There, Leffingwell recounted 
that at an Audit and Finance subcommittee 
meeting, he had suggested Transportation 
Department Director Robert Spillar “take 
a look at charging for parking at night and 
on the weekends” once the city moves from 
parking meters to a computerized kiosk 



system that can charge different rates at 
different hours. “The fact is that Lee has 
not proposed it; he’s not even necessarily 
for it; he just told Spillar we should look at 
it,”’ says Leffingwell campaign consultant 
Mark Nathan. Moreover, Nathan calls the 
ticket ads themselves “as illegal as illegal 
can be,” noting there is “obviously no dis- 
claimer language on any of the materials, 
so the party is anonymous.” Moreover, he 
says, “At this point in the election, any 
expenditures of this type are required to be 
filed with the city clerk within 48 hours, 
along with a sworn statement that the 
expenditures were made without the prior 
knowledge or consent of the candidate 
whose election is being advocated.” 
McCracken spokesman Colin Rowan 
says: “It’s an independent group. The cam- 
paign, nor Brewster, has not been involved 
with the creation of the materials.” (The 
Brewster Nation blog did contain a note 
from McCracken saying, “I don’t know who 
you are but what you are doing is very cre- 
ative and cool - just what Austin is all 
about!” and thanking the Nation for its sup- 
port.) As for the group as a whole, Rowan 
says: “It’s very focused on one particular 
issue - one that hasn’t really come up dur- 
ing this race. But clearly, they care a lot 
about the issue. I think everyone is better 
served when efforts are fully disclosed, but 
I’m not going to issue a legal opinion about 
their activity.” - Wells Dunbar

Chain-Saw Frenzy 

Fear of a Springs PARD massacre is 
about trust as well as trees 

The city’s Parks & Recreation Department climbed out 
on a dangerous public relations limb April 15, when it 
announced as a seeming fait accompli a city plan to chop 
down 28 to 30 big, beloved trees surrounding Barton Springs 
Pool. The assessment of the trees’ health had been conduct- 
ed as part of the Barton Springs Pool Master Plan project. 
Since then, the fate of 46 aging and ailing trees - a few 
majestic, others near-dead - has attracted predictable citizen 
outcry. Some responses have trended conspiratorial (it’s all a 
plot to clear land for a new bathhouse); others have been 
knowledgeable and reasoned (specific trees could be treated 
and monitored, rather than immediately removed). 

New PARD Director Sara Hensley tempered the plan by 
allowing 60 to 90 days for public meetings and input, as well 
as consideration by a joint subcommittee of the 
Environmental and Parks boards and the Urban Forestry 
Board. Possibly by June, PARD will make a final determina- 
tion as to which of the diseased, damaged, or “overmature” 
trees (mostly pecans, cottonwoods, and American elm) are so 
likely to topple that, in the interest of public safety, they must 
be removed and replaced with younger trees. 

Notable in the public response has been a spirit of distrust 
and suspicion toward PARD. Some citizens behaved rudely at 
a public joint board meeting April 20; when disrespectful 
behavior erupted again at the Parks board last week - run- 
ning from protest signs through catcalls, shouting, and booing 
of Urban Forestry Program Manager Walter Passmore - 
Chair Linda Guerrero had to call a recess and scold the citi- 
zens to restore order. Later, she acknowledged that PARD has 
helped create the mistrust, which she said “stems from a 
long trail of broken promises to the community.” 

Hensley, with about four months on the job, has embraced 
the controversy as a chance to redeem that history. “We have 
some work to do - obviously - here in this department, to 
rebuild the trust lost with our community,” she told the 
Chronicle recently. “I think this is a great opportunity to help 
rebuild the trust. I truly believe in public involvement and 
engagement. People need to see that I’m the kind of person 
that, when I say I’m going to do some- 
thing - or that I’m not going to do some- 
thing - I keep my word.” Even those who 
don’t agree with every recommendation, 
she believes, will respect the process as 
honest, open, and fair. 

Some tree advocates scoff at the 
safety risks, suggesting park patrons 
should simply be required to sign a liabil- 
ity waiver. But the danger is real, espe- 
cially during bad weather. Last August, 
when a large branch fell suddenly over a 
parking lot, a Zilker Park visitor was hos- 
pitalized and five cars damaged. 

A careful reading of the $250,000 
Tree Assessment Report prepared by 
Davey Resource Group (see www. 
cityofaustin.org/news/2009/barton_ 
springs_2009.htm) shows that of the 46 
questionable trees assessed, only a 
few were recommended strongly for 
removal. For the others rated at highest | 
risk of failure, the report typically 
states: “It is recommended that the 
tree be considered for removal. If the tree is not removed, 
it is recommended that the tree be reviewed by a City 
arborist semiannually for any changes in condition or stabili- 
ty [emphasis added].” Passmore ultimately translated the 
consultants’ findings into an announced plan for fast 
removal of 28 trees - including other far-gone specimens 


he added to the list. Critics say that conclusion was overly 
weighted toward tree removal. 

An underlying issue is that perennially underfunded PARD 
has for decades conducted insufficient arboral care and tree- 
planting. Online newsletter In Fact Daily quoted Passmore 
saying at the Parks board: “Nationwide there’s a goal to 
treat trees on a seven-year cycle. Our 
staff and budget allows a treatment cycle 
of 40 years. So you can see there’s a 
fairly large disparity between the mainte- 
nance we’re able to do and maintenance 
that is a recommended goal.” PARD 
spokesman Victor Ovalle said the 22 
staffers in PARD’s Urban Forestry divi- 
sion must spread their resources over 
300,000 trees; just 6,000 have received 
care this year. 

A number of local arborists have said 
that some trees could be preserved safely 
with proper care and monitoring. A profes- 
sional second-opinion assessment was 
published April 30 by arborist Don 
Gardner (see www.sosalliance.org) at the 
request of Save Our Springs Alliance. 
Gardner mostly lauded the Davey Group 
report but disagreed with the PARD staff 
conclusions. He also noted, “Tree risk 
assessments have subjective compo- 
nents, and good arborists can have strong 
disagreements about the same tree.” 

“At least four trees on the removal list are not safe and 
need to be removed,” Gardner concluded. “Four or five others 
need additional testing to determine if they are healthy 
enough to retain. The rest do not need to be removed.” He 
recommended proactive health-care measures. Two of the 
unsafe trees are in the playground area and pose a particular 


risk to children (a portion of the playground has been closed 
for that reason). To safely preserve others, public access 
would have to be prohibited in 60-foot swaths around the 
trees and prevented entirely during storms. 

Hensley said she’s committed to redirecting negative 
community energy into positive commitments to help PARD 
step up its tree-care and tree-planting programs - and to 
building trust along the way. “I think she’s doing a really 
great job of trying to get her staff to respond in a very 
transparent and open manner,” said Guerrero. Echoed 
Charlie McCabe, executive director of the Austin Parks 
Foundation: “The director is leading by example, disclosing 
all of the data gathered thus far, listening to input, getting 
other experts to weigh in, and hopefully coming up with a 
good plan that balances the needs, desires, and risks.”

A New Leaf 

The private, nonprofit Austin Parks Foundation has 
announced a $100,000 pledge and set up a fund for donations 
to plant more trees - big and small - around Barton Springs 
Pool and in Zilker Park. “The pool area, like many of the other 
older parks in the city, doesn’t have many younger, next-genera- 
tion trees,” noted Austin Parks Foundation Executive Director 
Charlie McCabe. PARD also will plant new trees, as mature as 
feasible, to replace those removed. Citywide this year, it has 
stepped up tree-planting efforts (with help from the Austin Parks 
Foundation and TreeFolks) and planted about 2,300 new trees - 
double what the department did a year ago. “We need to start 
planting the successors to the mature, stressed trees that we 
have now,” noted McCabe. APF has raised tens of thousands of 
dollars in recent years for young and “teenage” trees and their 
ongoing watering.

SPRINTING TO A COMPROMISE 

Council and joggers ‘give a little bit’ on street closures 



City Council is used to marathon ses- 
sions, but this is ridiculous: At the council’s 
recent April 30 meeting, joggers crammed 
into chambers to witness final approval of 
new rules related to street closures. The 
results seemed a compromise between 
runners and the neighborhoods they use 
for marathons. Among the changes: 
Neighborhood associations and/or large 
groups of residents are granted veto power 
over events that could directly affect them. 
Neighbors could also challenge fee waivers 
for events, which the council has routinely 
granted to marathons (at least under jog- 
ger-in-chief Will Wynn’s reign); these dis- 
putes would be addressed by the Urban 
Transportation Commission. Also, coun- 
cil okayed “stationary events” along Cesar 
Chavez, as long as other major east-west 
thoroughfares are open. Council Member 
Laura Morrison made a friendly amend- 
ment, delaying city-staff-drafted changes 
relating to health and public-safety require- 
ments until council has the chance to sign 
off on them. “We are a fit city, and we cer- 
tainly don’t want to do anything to discour- 
age or diminish that,” said Lee Leffingwell, 
moving to pass the ordinance, “but at the 
same time, we had a very significant prob- 
lem to not only access Downtown but adja- 
cent neighborhoods. So what I think we 
have here is a solution that addresses all 
of those concerns. Everybody had to give a 
little bit.” 

Also at the last council meeting, the 
massive, 2,300-acre Carma development 
proposed in southeast Travis County hit a 
major roadblock, as council unanimously 
opposed state legislation that would’ve 
pushed it along. Pending bills would create 
five special development districts similar to 


a municipal utility district, a political subdi- 
vision which provides water, wastewater, 
and other utilities to unincorporated areas. 
As council has clashed with MUDs in the 
past, it opposed the bills largely on 
grounds they would usurp too much city 
control. (Voicing her doubts to In Fact Daily 
last week, Morrison called the proposal “a 
super MUD on steroids.”) After sounding 
their opposition to the development dis- 
tricts, however, council members made 
clear they will revisit the issue at the next 
meeting by drafting an item spelling out a 
mutually agreeable way to move forward. 
“This council wants Carma to come to 
Austin, Texas,” said Mike Martinez. 

FREE ASSOCIATION 

Council also signed off on a $58.5 mil- 
lion contract with IBM to provide high tech 
smart-grid-compatible software and billing 
for Austin Energy; tech-firm Oracle will 
write the code. Responding to a citizen 
concern that the project isn’t being done 
locally, purchasing officer Byron Johnson 
said $12 million will “go through local 
firms.”... Additionally, council approved (on 
first reading only; two more to come) the 
staff-drafted waterfront overlay ordinance 
establishing a Waterfront Planning Advisory 
Board, and reinstating height limits along 
Lady Bird Lake (except for large-scale PUDs 
and PDA projects)... City Manager Marc 
Ott received sterling accolades from coun- 
cil after his performance review but, due to 
the city’s financial crunch, will stay at the 
same salary, about $240,000 a year... 
Council’s off this week, set to return May 
14. As if anything could get done in the 
lead up to election day. - Wells Dunbar 


Getting a Move 
on Mobility 

Note to self: “A noncoord inated, sin- 
gle-mode approach to transportation 
issues doesn’t work.” That’s among 
the salient points made to City Council 
last week by Rob Spillar, transporta- 
tion director for the city of Austin, in 
introducing the department’s overarch- 
ing Strategic Mobility Program. 

Thanks to a reorganization by City 
Manager Marc Ott, the new depart- 
ment now houses some 160 city posi- 
tions; its challenge is to address 
Austin’s traffic and mobility woes. The 
announcement of a concrete program is timely, 
given the need to inform the city’s upcoming 
comprehensive plan and the region’s emerg- 
ing 2035 transportation and land-use plan from 
the Capital Area Metropolitan Planning 
Organization. “I thought it was excellent,” 
Council Member Brewster McCracken com- 
mented after the presentation. “They’ve identi- 
fied a funding source, and they have a credible 
strategy to move forward.” 

Spillar and his team are determined to get 
tough on the big, complex mobility issues that 
everyone complains about, while being “inno- 
vative,” “integrated,” and “sustainable.” In 
advocating for the city’s needs, the depart- 
ment has a mission to lead regional mobility 
discussions and better coordinated planning 
for the long term. 

The mobility program has four components: 
circulation studies (part of the Downtown 
Austin Plan), a gap analysis (to identify the 
system’s most crucial missing links), a sus- 
tainability plan, and an urban rail program. 
Circulation studies help identify the sources of 
Austin’s mobility problems. (Surprisingly, the 
volume of traffic in and out of Downtown mea- 
sures at the same levels today as it did in 
1992 - at capacity then, at capacity now. The 
congestion just lasts longer.) Through the gap 


analysis, the department aims to identify spe- 
cific multimodal projects it can finish by 2014. 
(One recommended at council: completing the 
highway flyover interchange at MoPac and Ben 
White.) Sustainability planning focuses on how 
the city can advance the regional big issues, 
such as land use, and on providing ways to get 
around besides roads. The urban rail program 
includes preliminary engineering, environmental 
studies, and analysis of various alternatives. 

To pay for all this, Spillar identified some 
Texas Department of Transportation 
rebates and other state moneys that could be 
tapped; the department also is refining a rail- 
funding proposal. But to what extent state 
funds will really come through remains 
unknown. “It depends on which options come 
out of the Legislature,” observed Council 
Member Lee Leffingwell. “We’ll know a lot 
more after the end of the session, but we 
need to be doing it.” 

McCracken also endorsed steady city prog- 
ress now on engineering and planning work 
for rail transit, pointing out that it underlies 
the detailed cost data needed to pursue fed- 
eral funding, as well as voter approval. 
“Capital Metro didn’t pursue federal moneys 
in part because they hadn’t done the detailed 
engineering work,” said McCracken. “Let’s 
spend the money now to get that work done.”

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TYC Sees Light at End of Tunnel 


While the shadow of the massive abuse 
scandal that rocked the state in 2007 still 
hangs over the Texas Youth Commission, 
the agency appears headed for a reprieve. 

On May 4, the House passed House Bill 
3689, its version of the TYC Sunset bill. It 
favors a “wait and see” approach to the 
reforms set in motion in 2007 by Senate Bill 
103 over the Sunset Advisory Commission’s 
core recommendation to merge the TYC and 
the Texas Juvenile Probation Commission. 
Instead, the bill proposes a Juvenile Justice 
Policy Coordinating Council, which would serve 
as a link between the two. Sunset Advisory 
Chair Carl Isett, R-Lubbock, said he asked 
Rep. Ruth Jones McClendon, D-San Antonio, 
to carry the bill because she voted against uni- 
fying the agencies. Even with that difference, 
“Ruth had the same vision” of continuity in the 
juvenile justice system, he said. 

Sen. Juan “Chuy” Hinojosa, D-Mission, 
authored SB 103 last session and is carry- 
ing the Senate’s Sunset bill, SB 1020, this 
session. The bill still carries language unify- 
ing the agencies, but he confirmed that’s

not his intent. Instead, he believes 
rejecting the Sunset review reaffirms 
the original intent of SB 103. He explained: 
“We asked the Sunset Commission to 
review a study of moving toward regionaliz- 
ing TYC. They didn’t do that. Instead, they 
recommended they merge.” Pilot local pro- 
grams, he said, will come closer to last ses- 
sion’s plans. 

The biggest sign of the success of the 
reform process found in HB 3689 may be 
the timetable for Sunset review: TYC, TJPC, 
the new council, and TYC’s Office of the 
Independent Ombudsman would be on the 
regular 12-year cycle due in 2021. Isett said, 
“Our frustration was that there was a chasm 
between TYC and juvenile probation, and 
clearly they have been working together to 
close that gap.” 

But Hinojosa remains concerned that the 
crimes perpetrated against TYC residents 
have gone unpunished. “If you don’t prose- 
cute and you don’t push prosecutions, then 
the message is, ‘Hey, you can get away with 
abusing juveniles.”' - Richard Whittaker 


Two former appeals court judges have 
offered lawmakers competing opinions on 
whether Court of Criminal Appeals Presiding 
Judge Sharon Keller should face impeach- 
ment. At issue is House Resolution 480, 
filed by Rep. Lon Burnam, D-Fort Worth, 
which calls on House lawmakers to investi- 
gate and impeach Keller and for the Senate 
to try her on the House charges that she 
impermissibly closed the courthouse doors 
at 5pm on Sept. 25, 2007, denying death row 
inmate Michael Richard the right to have 
his final appeal considered. Richard’s appeal, 
based on the U.S. Supreme Court’s decision 
that day to consider whether lethal injection 
is constitutional, went unheard, and he 
was executed that night.

Former Houston Appeals Court 
Judge Michol O’Connor told the 
House Judiciary & Civil Jurisprudence 
Committee that Keller’s behavior in the 
Richard case was “outrageous” and that she 
had cut short Richard’s life by eight months. 
“This is a further embarrassment to the 
Texas criminal justice system,” she said. “It 
is serious.” But former CCA Judge Frank 
Maloney said lawmakers should not begin 
impeachment proceedings against Keller. 
There has been an “assumption” that Keller 
did wrong, he said, but there is yet no proof. 
Thinking that she did wrong is “the most 


ridiculous assumption you could think of,” he 
told lawmakers. Richard’s attorneys could 
have approached any judge on the court to 
accept the appeal and stay the execution, he 
said, because state statute allows attorneys 
to file for a stay with any of the nine justices. 
There was “no excuse for those lawyers not 
contacting an individual judge,” he said - 
seeming to disregard any concern that for 
the defense attorneys to contact an individu- 
al judge about Richard’s appeal would consti- 
tute an impermissible ex parte communica- 
tion, without first notifying the attorney for 
the state. 

Nonetheless, Maloney’s defense of Keller 
- that she should be allowed to go through 
her hearing in August, to defend charges of 
incompetence brought by the State Commis- 
sion on Judicial Conduct - seemed to reso- 
nate with most lawmakers on the committee, 
who appeared, at best, skeptical about 
Burnam’s resolution. (They noted, for exam- 
ple, that Keller hadn’t broken any state stat- 
ute - an excuse that didn’t sit well with sev- 
eral witnesses. “This is an offense against 
the Constitution; this is a denial of due pro- 
cess,” said attorney Broadus Spivey.) 

Committee chair Rep. Todd Hunter, 
R-Corpus Christi, left the resolution pending. 
Still, Burnam told lawmakers he will call on 
the full House to vote on the resolution, as a 
point of personal privilege, even if the mea- 
sure doesn’t make it out of committee. (For 
more on Keller’s recent troubles with the law, 
see “Naked City,” p.16.)

About damned time: The Senate voted to change the obsolete name of the Texas Railroad 
Commission - which has nothing to do with railroads - to the more accurate Texas Energy 
Commission. Despite one senator’s worry that San Antonio/Austin Sen. Jeff Wentworth’s bill would 
make too many TECs (i.e. , the Texas Ethics Commission), the moniker change now goes to the House. 

Crunch time gets close: With several major deadlines looming, the House came in for five hours on 
Saturday - the first such weekend meeting of the session. The Senate, which seems to be feeling no 
rush, took the weekend off but then came in at 7am Tuesday. As the session deadline closes, every- 
one’s pointing fingers about the lack of action. House members are wondering why the Senate isn’t 
dealing with their bills; the Senate complains it’s been moving bills, but the House just isn’t sending 
enough over. 


Redoubling Against Redistricting 

Sen. Jeff Wentworth’s attempt to prevent another Tom DeLay re-redistricting fiasco 
continues to fall short. His Senate Bill 315 would take congressional redistricting out of 
the hands of the Legislature and give it to a nine-member appointed committee (four 
Democrats, four Republicans, and a ninth appointed by the other eight). It takes two-thirds 
support to bring the bill to the floor for debate, but Wentworth says he has only 20 sena- 
tors in his corner, one short of the magic number. On Monday he offered an amendment to 
make it more palatable to holdout Republicans but finally pulled the bill back down. “I’ll 
keep trying every day until it looks like I have the votes,” said Wentworth, who’s been push- 
ing for such a committee since 1993. “HI wait until either a senator is absent [and thus 
20 votes would suffice], or I can persuade someone to change their mind.” - Lee Nichols 

Dinosaur Daze 

Spending 140 days in a state House with only 149 state reps and their staffs for com- 
pany can do strange things to a lawmaker. So it looked like there was a mass outbreak 
of chamber fever when there was a sighting of Tuffysaurus rex and Homeradon on the 
House floor. Actually it was Reps. Mike “Tuffy” Hamilton, R-Mauriceville, and Mark 
Homer, D-Paris, dressed in dinosaur costumes in honor of House Concurrent Resolution 
16, which names Paluxysaurus jonesi as the official Lone Star State dinosaur. (It had 
been Brachiosaur Sauropod , Pleurocoelus , but it turns out that the fossil in question had 
been misidentifed. Easy mistake to make.) - R.W.

HIDING THE FACTS ON GLOBAL 
CLIMATE CHANGE 

Let’s quote the experts on the matter of 
global climate change: “The scientific basis 
for the Greenhouse Effect and the potential 
impact of human emissions of greenhouse 
gases such as C0 2 on climate is well estab- 
lished and cannot be denied.” 

That does not come from some lefty envi- 
ronmental group but from a 1995 report by 
scientific and technical experts working for 
the Global Climate Coalition. Who? The GCC 
was a front group organized and funded by 
Big Oil, automakers, utilities, and other 
major greenhouse-gas polluters. 

Throughout the 1990s, this coalition was 
desperately trying to debunk assertions by 
most environmental scientists that, indeed, 
the pollutants emitted by these industries 
were causing Earth’s drastic climate change. 
The coalition ran a multimillion-dollar PR and 
lobbying campaign to create doubt that glob- 
al warming was even happening, much less 
that its members had any responsibility for it. 

Yet, internal coalition documents have now 
been released, revealing that the GCC’s own 
expert advisory committee told the corporate 
interests nearly 15 years ago that 1) climate 
change most certainly was happening, and 
2) they were a central cause of it. When the 
advisory committee’s 1995 report was issued, 
however, this inconvenient finding was delet- 
ed, allowing the industries and their political 
enablers to keep insisting that the scientific 
community was “divided” on the causes of 
climate change, thus forestalling any govern- 
mental action on the worsening problem. 

This is the same ploy that the tobacco 
giants used for decades, to deny any link 
between smoking and cancer. These corpo- 
rate interests have learned that they don’t 
have to prove their innocence but just puff 
up a “scientific” smokescreen to dupe the 
media and government. You might remember 
this ploy the next time you hear any corpo- 
rate interest spouting science to defend its 
abusive practices. 


LLOYD BLANKFEIN’S BIG HAIR 

Saying that such-and-such is the greedi- 
est bank on Wall Street is like someone 
claiming to have the biggest hairdo in 
Dallas - the competition is fierce. 

Goldman Sachs, however, is a front-run- 
ner. It has profited enormously from the big 
bank bailout by us taxpayers, yet it has 
hardly expressed gratitude. Indeed, Goldman 
has been downright huffy about the limits 
on pay that bailed-out banks can give to 
their top executives. So now CEO Lloyd 
Blankfein has snapped that he wants to pay 
back the $10 billion he took and get the 
government out of his business. 

That’s the old rugged, free-enterprise spir- 
it, right? Not exactly. Mr. Go-It-Alone fails to 
mention that he’ll still be clinging to several 
other backdoor bailouts he got from those 
meanies in Washington. For example, when 
insurance giant AIG was rescued from total 
collapse, $12 billion from its bailout was 
quietly slipped to Goldman Sachs. Blankfein 
is not returning that money. 

Then there’s $28 billion he got in special 
low-interest loans guaranteed by the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation. Not only is 
he keeping this government subsidy, but he 
says he’ll probably ask for $7 billion more. 
He has also taken more billions’ worth of 
low-cost loans from the Federal Reserve - 
we don’t know how much because the Fed 
and the bank say that’s “proprietary” infor- 
mation, not for public disclosure, even 
though it’s public money. 

So, Blankfein is a $50 billion-plus bailout 
baby. Except for that first $10 billion, none 
of the rest comes with any limits on execu- 
tive pay. Interestingly, Goldman Sachs has 
just announced that it is setting aside near- 
ly $5 billion to be distributed at the end of 
the year as compensation for its execu- 
tives, including payment for outlandish 
bonuses to those at the top. 

It takes a lot of arrogance to create a 
hairdo that big. Blankfein shows us that 
Wall Street’s sense of entitlement is as 
strong as ever.

Taking stock of the 81st Lege 

The final day - June 1 - is only three weeks away, the wave of 
legislation has crested and logjammed, and talk of an inevitable 
special session has diminished . . . somewhat. We thought it a 
good moment to take stock, see what the 81st Lege has accom- 
plished thus far (not an overwhelming prospect), and speculate 
on just what might still get done. As Richard Whittaker notes, 
if they manage to write a budget - even with a huge handout 
from Washington, D.C. - they can go home and persuade them- 
selves they’ve done their constitutional duty. 

As things got rolling back in January, the headline story was 
the Calamitous Fall of House Speaker Tom Craddick, the sur- 
prising new pick was relative unknown San Antonio Rep. Joe 
Straus, and we pondered, ‘As the House attempts to recover 
from its extended leadership struggle, it will presumably be a 
more affable - or at least less hostile - place to work for 
members and at least potentially a more bipartisan atmo- 
sphere for getting things accomplished.” Once the dust 
settled, those speculations were indeed borne out. The 
new comity was most visibly demonstrated in the House 
floor budget debate, before which the Republican and 
Democratic leadership got together and mutually decid- 
ed to avoid pointless fights over symbolic amend- 
ments that weren’t going to survive in any case - 
pointless fights that were standard operating 
procedure under Craddick. Straus and the new 
regime are certainly to be credited for the 
change. Craddick has been reduced to a wander- 
ing backbencher, and the same folks who bro- 
kered the new speakership are now able to work 
together with more consensus and less acrimony. 

One other visible sign of the new dispensation is 
the warehousing of the recently purchased finger- 
print voting machines. These were supposedly intended 
to respond to the phony media controversy over “ghost vot- 
ing” by reps (that is, reps collegially punching vote buttons for 
desk mates who have momentarily stepped away). It was a 
wasteful and time-consuming response to a nonsubstantive 
problem - and it’s simply rational that the whole nonsense 
has been silently ignored away. 

We wish we could say the same about the notorious “voter 
ID” debate, a national GOP priority that fouled the Senate air 
at session opening and now looms over the House. While 
voter ID deserves the same fate as the ghost-voting foolish- 



ness, it is instead likely to raise one more 
hysterical cloud over the House floor - and in 
the bargain deprive some Texans of their fran- 
chise. Nonsense remains nonsense, and the Lege still 
devotes far too much time to the political equivalent of profes- 
sional wrestling. 

Also in January, we acknowledged: “While it’s a given that the 
new Lege will be more ‘Democratic’ than its immediate prede- 
cessors, it’s still a GOP Legislature, and it will be a while before 
we know how that greater political balance will translate into 
policy. The Capitol governs from the right on public policy, with 
occasional nods to the center. Progressives, whatever the issue, 
can expect to spend much of their time playing defense.” 

As these updates by Chronicle reporters confirm, the truly 


progressive caucus at the Capitol remains much smaller than 
the bipartisan majority, and spirited and inventive defense 
against institutional follies - especially in areas such as crimi- 
nal justice, reproductive rights, environmental protection, and 
education - remains the order of the day. We’ve found a few 
glimmers in the darkness, but overall our leaders do not want 
a state government that does what’s necessary for the modern 
state of Texas, and they especially don’t want to pay for it. So 
the rest of us will. 

It makes a strange spectacle, yet good reading. Enjoy this 
penultimate sampling from the onrushing flood that is the 
biennial Texas legislative adventure. We’ll continue reporting 
weekly as it rolls and be back next month to pick up the rest 
of the pieces. - Michael King 


Environment/Energy A Few Green Sprouts 


For activist Luke Metzger of 
Environment Texas, green efforts at the 
Legislature this year have been almost 
entirely about one issue: energy policy. 
About 100 bills were filed in this arena, he 
says, and a few still have a chance at 
becoming law. He’s particularly hopeful 
about Senate Bills 545 and 546 by 
Horseshoe Bay Republican Troy Fraser. 

The former would create incentives for dis- 
tributed solar-energy programs, hoping to 
give the boost to sun energy that wind energy 
has already received. The latter sets goals 
for utilities for energy efficiency. Both bills 
passed the Senate and are pending in the 
House: SB 545 was sitting in Energy Resources 
at press time; 546 was left pending in com- 
mittee but may be replaced by a similar bill 
from Dallas Rep. Rafael Anchia. 


Austin Sen. Kirk Watson is also pushing a 
couple of green bills - SB 541 would set a goal 
of 10,000 megawatts of installed renewable- 
energy capacity in Texas by 2025 and creates 
incentives for utilities to use generation equip- 
ment made in Texas; SB 184 - what Watson 
calls the “no regrets” bill - requires the state 
to study programs that not only reduce green- 
house gases but also, in the long run, save 
businesses and consumers money. “The theory 
is that whether or not we should be doing 
something about climate change, at least we 
can save folks some money,” Watson says on 
his website. Still, Watson complains, too many 
legislators focus on “what’s it going to cost 
right now” rather than long-term effects. SB 
541 was scheduled for Senate debate today 
(Thursday); SB 184 has made it to House 
Environmental Regulation. 


Metzger says the historically conservative 
Lege hasn’t exactly turned into a collection of 
granola munchers, but this time around, “a 
lot of environmental bills are at least getting 
a hearing. ... That’s the result of Speaker 
[Joe] Straus’ leadership.” Craddick was very 
autocratic, and this is a testament to Straus’ 
new style of leadership. “But the committees 
are still stacked for industry - usually five 
reliable votes so that there’s no threat to the 
oil and coal industries,” Metzger says. 

One product of that leadership is the new 
Technology, Economic Development & 
Workforce Committee, created basically as a 
reward to Chair Mark Strama of Austin and 
nicknamed the “green-collar jobs commit- 
tee.” Strama thinks his House Bill 516, the 
“green jobs bill,” has a good shot of pas- 
sage. It would create a fund for the Texas 



Workforce Commission to help workers 
access training needed to get into the home 
weatherization, solar installation, and other 
green industries. Strama’s bill is currently in 
House Calendars; its twin, SB 108, passed 
the Senate on Monday. - Lee Nichols

Buying Time 

Lege prepares a state budget saved by the feds - so what happens in 2011?

Under the Texas Constitution, the Legislature 
has only one required task: to pass a state 
budget. Lawmakers plan to have the final ver- 
sion of the recommended expenditures for the 
2010-11 biennium ready by mid-May, and the 
plan is to maintain the bare-bones spending of 
the last decade. 

But do they have the cash even to do that? 

A quick recap: During the interim, the House 
and Senate each submitted its priorities to the 
Legislative Budget Board, which turned each 
list into rival budget proposals. Then there 
were debates in the House Appropriations 
and Senate Finance committees and floor 
amendments to the House version (475 
offered, more than half adopted). Now five 
lawmakers from each chamber are laboring 
to create a consensus - or split the difference 

- between the House’s $178 billion proposal 
and the Senate’s $182 billion plan. Work 
groups began meeting last week, and the full 
committee met May 4 to discuss Article I 
(general government) and Article IV (the judi- 
ciary). House Appropriations chair and con- 
feree Rep. Jim Pitts, R-Waxahachie, explained, 
“Every day we’ll be reporting, then we’ll have 
some pending items, so we hope to be fin- 
ished by the 14th.” 

That $4 billion gap won’t be resolved sim- 
ply by slashing programs. The Legislative 
Budget Board’s handy overview primer of the 
current differences runs 15 pages, represent- 
ing a substantial number of core policy dis- 
tinctions. For example, the Senate wants $491 
million to continue the state’s teacher incen- 
tive pay program; the House prefers to abolish 
that program and instead put $341 million for 
teacher compensation into the Foundation 
School Program. So that choice is less about 
how much to spend and more precisely about 
whether selective bonuses - or a livable wage 

- attract and retain good teachers. 

Each budget has good and bad provisions. 
Eva DeLuna Castro, senior budget analyst for 
the Center for Public Policy Priorities, notes 
that the Senate’s Medicaid proposals draw 
down more federal matching funds, but the 
House puts more cash into foster care and 
child supportive services. There probably 
won’t be major cuts in conference; however, 
Castro added, “while you may see the budget 


go up by billions [in spending], it’s barely 
going to keep [the programs] we have going.” 
There are always some potential items on 
the chopping block: Consider the budget’s 
Article XI, traditionally nicknamed the “wish 
list.” In passage through the House, members 
moved a large number of programs there from 
dedicated articles, swelling the wish list from 
$14.5 billion to $20 billion. While those pro- 
grams face a dim future, Pitts said, “We’re 
looking at everything to see what we can do.” 
Does it make a difference that the House 
got a 149-0 vote for its version of the budget 
and the Senate, which traditionally also passes 
its budget unanimously, split 26-5? Announc- 
ing the Senate conferees, Lt. Gov. David 
Dewhurst made an implicitly dismissive refer- 
ence to the nay votes, noting that he hoped 
the final budget would reflect “a majority of 
our members’ priorities.” Pitts diplomatically 
deflected any “us vs. them” position, saying, 
“We’ll both [both houses] be working together 
for what’s best for Texas.” 

Of course, this all depends on having the 
money. The comptroller’s office is standing by 
its January revenue estimate that projected 
little or no revenue growth over the biennium. 
Spokesman R.J. DeSilva said, “We took into 
account the economic climate and the down- 
turn, and the trend continues in line with 
what we expected.” 

Yet for a growing state, costs continue to 
rise. That means, frankly, that the budget com- 
ing out of the Lege is held together with fed- 
eral stimulus money. Pitts makes no bones 
about where Texas would be without the 
stimulus funds. “I’ve been involved in cutting 
a budget pretty seriously before,” he said, 
“and we would be doing that today if we 
didn’t have the federal stimulus.” 

House Democratic Caucus Chair Jim 
Dunnam, D-Waco, chaired the House Federal 
Economic Stabilization Funding Select 
Committee. He’s worried that, under the cur- 
rent budget proposals, the stimulus funds 
won’t be very stimulating. “I think we should 
have used the money [for] its intended pur- 
pose where it was responsible to do so and 
not just supplant [other] funds,” he said. Even 
setting aside whether that kind of substitution 
is bad policy, in some cases it may not be 


legal. “We’re still waiting to hear from D.C. 
about the education funding,” says Dunnam, 
“and whether or not what they did is going to 
be permitted.” 

So if the 2010-11 budget will rely on this 
one-time federal cash injection, what happens 
in 2012 and beyond? On that, Pitts and 
Dunnam agree: There’s a structural revenue 
deficit that has nothing to do with the current 
economic climate. Even in a good year, with 
its current tax system, Texas does not and can- 
not levy enough money to pay for what it 
wants and needs. 

What about the $9 billion “Rainy Day 
Fund,” the state’s savings account for hard 
times? Pitts says his record proves that he’s 
willing to use the fund (“They can put that on 
my tombstone”), but between the stimulus 
and expected future deficits, he believes this 
isn’t the right year. Critics fear that rather than 
filling the deficit, the fund will in effect just 
subsidize property-tax breaks scheduled for 
2011. Pitts admits that had to be part of his 
long-term calculations. “I feel that, with the 
estimated structural deficit because of the tax 
bill, the [Rainy Day Fund] will take care of that 
[missing revenue] ,” he said. 

Dunnam counters that the Legislature has 
no option but to reconsider that forthcoming 
tax break. “At some point, we’re going to have 
to pay the piper for a very irresponsible tax bill 
from 2006 that, essentially, is going to break 
the state,” he said. As for the Rainy Day Fund, 
he believes not using it for coastal reconstruc- 
tion this year sends a bad message about its 
purpose: “If you’re not going to consider a 
hurricane that devastates the coast of Texas a 
‘rainy day event,’ then I don’t know what is.” 

So what about the business margins fran- 
chise tax, “reformed” in 2007 to pay for the 
property-tax relief? It’s been a double failure 
- it both produces too little revenue overall yet 
leaves small firms reeling under skyrocketing 
tax bills. With the second year’s filings due on 
May 15, Comptroller Susan Combs announced 
that her office has learned from “the most 
common errors and misunderstandings from 
last year’s franchise tax reports” to help small 
businesses this time. Meanwhile, an army of 
bills with exemptions for small businesses and 
start-ups has been filed. Even without those 



reforms, DeSilva said, “this year we’re project- 
ing $4.4 billion” in revenue - a $100 million 
drop from last fiscal year. 

Conference committee member Rep. John 
Zerwas, R-Richmond, authored House Bill 
277, sunsetting the franchise tax in 2014 and 
instructing the comptroller to come up with a 
replacement tax to fill the revenue gap. That 
proposal, he admits, is probably dead in com- 
mittee, but the problems it would address will 
remain. “Legislatively, we know property-tax 
rates are going to go down,” he said, “so we’re 
going to have to figure out how we come up 
with the money if this is not the right way. ” 

There’s some fine-tuning of the tax base in 
the works - such as Senate Bill 855, which 
would give some counties and municipalities 
limited transportation fundraising powers, 
such as local gas- tax hikes. And there have 
been some cost-saving efforts - for example, 
the comptroller has been trying to cut agency 
spending via bulk-buying through the 
TxSmartBuy system. Similarly, there are hopes 
that proposed food stamp and Medicaid 
reforms will slash administrative costs while 
increasing enrollment. Yet while legislators are 
hoping that the eventual end to the economic 
slump will solve their problems, the structural 
deficit remains its own economic time bomb. 

So what’s the bright side? Well, says 
Dunnam, “The [federal] stimulus act has 
bought us two years.” ■ 



Drug Laws A Mixed Bag 

It’s been a decidedly lame session for drug-law 
reform, with only a few bright spots. First, Senate Bill 
257, by Sen. Craig Estes, R-Wichita Falls, which 
would ban the sale of the natural hallucinogen Salvia 
divinorum to minors, appears best poised to make 
law - a most rational approach to regulating the drug, 
as opposed to that of crusading salvia foe Rep. 
Charles “Doc” Anderson, R-Waco, whose bill would 
ban the drug outright and bar medical researchers 
from working with it, though research shows it holds 


promise as a treatment for several diseases, including 
Alzheimer’s. Also creeping closer to passage is SB 188, 
which would legalize anonymous one-for-one needle 
exchange. This is the fourth time that Sen. Robert 
Deuell, R-Greenville, has proposed the measure - and 
hopefully that will be the charm. Indeed, as it stands, 
Texas is the only state without some form of legal 
needle exchange, a proven harm-reduction measure. 

Sadly, that’s where the hope of progressive reform 
ends. Austin Rep. Elliott Naishtat’s perennial medi- 


pot bill, Flouse Bill 164, hasn’t even been called up 
for a hearing, and two proposals to downgrade penal- 
ties for possession of minor amounts of drugs by Rep. 
Harold Dutton, D-Flouston, also appear primed to 
stall in the Flouse Criminal Jurisprudence Committee. 
That also looks to be the fate of a progressive treat- 
ment-not-jail bill by Sens. Ellis; John Carona, R-Dallas; 
and John Whitmire, D-Flouston, which would save the 
state more than $40 million through 2014. This is the 
second time the measure has been proposed and, most 
likely, the second time it will die. - Jordan Smith

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SBOE Grabbing 
McLeroy’s Chair 

When El Paso Sen. Eliot Shapleigh, 

in a Senate confirmation hearing, scolded 
State Board of Education Chairman Don 
McLeroy, saying that McLeroy had “created 
a hornet’s nest like I’ve never seen here,” 
he was hardly alone in that opinion. With 
many legislators sick of the SBOE controver- 
sies - be it appalling attempts to push cre- 
ationism into classrooms, pressuring text- 
book manufacturers to similar ends, or one 
member’s writings warning of martial law 
coming under Obama and calling public edu- 
cation a “subtly deceptive tool of perver- 
sion” - 15 bills have been filed trying to 
rein in the 15-member body. 

The most successful move thus far: 

Shapleigh has apparently blocked 
McLeroy’s renomination as board chair. 

McLeroy is elected to his seat, but his 
chairmanship is an appointment by Gov. 

Rick Perry and requires two-thirds confir- 
mation in the Senate - and Nominations 
Committee Chair Mike Jackson says the 
votes just aren’t there. 

Austin Rep. Donna Howard has also 
aimed several measures at the board. Her 
House Joint Resolution 77, which passed 
the House last week, would strip oversight 
of the Permanent Education Fund from the 
SBOE and put it in the hands of an appoint- 
ed body of financial experts, pending approv- 
al of a constitutional amendment by voters. 

And Dripping Springs Rep. Patrick Rose’s bill 
to place the SBOE under Sunset review 
failed narrowly on third reading Wednesday. 

Less successful has been Howard’s 
attempt to make SBOE elections nonparti- 
san. The reaction of many Texans to SBOE 
controversies may be the same as that of 
comedian Bill Maher: “Texas has a Board 
of Education?” Conventional wisdom is 
that religious fundamentalists stealthily 
built a seven-member bloc via unknowing 
Republicans simply pressing “straight tick- 
et.” Howard hoped that removing that 
option would force voters to really exam- 
ine candidates, but she said this week 
she “didn’t see much momentum” to get 
her HB 420 out of committee.

Criminal Justice Reform 

Slow Train A-Comin’ 

The fact that Texas leads the nation in wrongful convictions - 
and that by the time lawmakers headed into the Capitol in January, 
38 innocent men had been released from Texas prisons after spend- 
ing altogether roughly 500 years behind bars - would seem a power- 
ful motivator for elected officials to take the time to clean up prob- 


lems in the state’s criminal justice system. Thus far, however, the 
tally for criminal justice reform is mixed. At best. 

A bid to reform the way police conduct live and photo lineups has 
the best chance at becoming law (Senate Bill 117 by Sen. Rodney 
Ellis, D-Houston), along with a bill that increases the amount of com- 
pensation for exonerees to $80,000 for each year spent behind bars 
(House Bill 1736 by Rep. Rafael Anchfa). Other bills with a decent 
shot of making it to Perry’s desk include a bill that would free so- 
called “Romeo and Juliet” lovers from a lifetime of having to register 
as sex offenders (SB 1709 by Sen. Royce West, D-Dallas), another 
Ellis proposal that would have police record interrogations (when 
“practical”), and one by Sen. Juan “Chuy” Hinojosa, D-McAllen, 
that would require corroboration of jailhouse snitches (SB 1681). 

Also still in the running are a bid to create a specialty court to han- 
dle cases involving defendants who are veterans of wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan and who have been diagnosed with post-traumatic stress 
disorder and traumatic brain injury (Ellis’ SB 112) and West’s SB 
1454, which would make it easier for individuals who’ve had criminal 
charges against them dismissed to have their records expunged. 

Still, the specter of dozens of exonerees filling the halls of the 
Capitol hasn’t been enough to push stiff reforms through with any 
speed. Some insiders complain, for example, that even reforms with a 
good chance at passage (such as the eyewitness-ID bill and the inter- 
rogation-recording measure) have been softened, which is hardly a 
mandate for reform. Still others say that the ship is turning - if slowly 
- toward a more equitable system. Whether that’s enough to keep the 
innocent out of prison in the future is something that, unfortunately, 
we’ll have to wait to see. - Jordan Smith 


Voter ID The Fight Continues 


If voter ID dies, it won’t do so quietly. 

Democrats contend that the GOP pet project 
- which would require voters to present photo 
identification in addition to their voter registra- 
tion certificates at the polls - would do little to 
prevent voter fraud but would block many 
elderly, poor, minority, and/or female citizens 
(read: mostly Democrats) from casting ballots. 
Republicans in the Senate delayed arguably 
more important business - e.g., education, 
unemployment, and health care - for several 
days at the beginning of the session, including 
one all-nighter, in order to debate this nonissue. 

But Senate Bill 362 by Troy Fraser, 
R-Horseshoe Bay, finally passed after a nasty 
partisan battle in the GOP-dominated cham- 
ber. Its prospects in the almost evenly divided 
House are less certain, where Republicans 
hold only a two-vote majority out of 150 seats. 

The bill sits still in the House Elections 
Committee, where Chair Todd Smith, R-Bedford, 
says he hopes to craft a new version that mod- 


erate Democrats and Republicans can swallow. 
The effort isn’t going well - 71 members of his 
own party dug in their heels even before he 
circulated draft language, declaring that any 
bill must allow no exceptions to presentation 
of a photo ID (which Fraser’s bill allows) and 
take effect at the “next possible election” 
(Smith originally wanted to wait until 2013, but 
he has now backed down to a two-year imple- 
mentation). But that latter point upsets Dallas’ 
Rafael Anchfa, the Democrats’ point man on 
the issue: “To implement such a major 
change,” Anchfa says, “you need more than 
two years.” 

Other Smith changes also weren’t enough 
to mollify Anchfa. Despite a Smith stipulation 
for $7.5 million toward voter-registration 
efforts, “a one-time expenditure ... doesn’t 
make up for disenfranchising hundreds of 
thousands of Texans.” However, Anchfa said: 

“I don’t think the bill is fatally flawed. It can 
be improved.” - L.N. 
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WELLNESS 
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Reproductive Rights ‘Choose Life’ 
- and Defund Women’s Health Care 


With a host of problematic issues vying 
for lawmakers’ attention this session, Gov. 
Rick Perry made clear beginning in 
December what two of his priorities would 
be: the creation of a “Choose Life” license 
plate and amending the so-called “informed 
consent” law to add a requirement that 
women seeking abortion first undergo an 
ultrasound examination. The life-plate bill 
(Senate Bill 1098 by Sen. John Carona, 
R-Dallas) would grant revenue generated 
from the plate to nonprofit groups that 
“support” pregnant women and provide for 
the needs of children awaiting adoption 
(that is, unlicensed and unregulated “crisis 
pregnancy centers”); it made it through the 
Senate on partisan lines May 1, free of an 
amendment that would have directed all 
revenues to go directly to groups promoting 
and facilitating adoption. 

Meanwhile, after telling Sen. Eliot Shap- 
leigh, D-EI Paso, he’d sleep on it, Sen. Dan 
Patrick, R-Houston, rejected an amendment 
on May 1 to his ultrasound bill (aka, the 
“informed consent” bill, SB 182) that would 
have corrected information in the state’s 
“Woman’s Right to Know” pamphlet. Given to 
women seeking abortion, the pamphlet con- 
tains information on fetal development and 
alleged risks associated with abortion - 
including the medically inaccurate suggestion 
that abortion increases the risk of breast can- 
cer, a favorite ploy of the Right to Life crowd, 
whose proponents seem to be the only source 
of information connecting the two things. 

Medical research studies - including 
studies from the American Cancer Society 
and the National Cancer Institute - say that 
there is in fact no credible link between 
breast cancer and abortion, but such details 
don’t deter Patrick. “I think the language [of 
the current] law is very clear,” he told his 
colleagues. “There are some studies that 
say yes and some studies that say no.” 

Thus, he said, he simply couldn’t accept 
Shapleigh’s amendment - besides, he 
noted, he promised Sen. Kirk Watson, 
D-Austin, last week that he wouldn’t make 
any substantial changes to the bill, a dig at 
Watson’s stated opposition and suspicion 
that the bill’s scaled-back language could be 
amended in the House to be more intrusive. 

Originally, the bill required women seeking 
abortion to undergo an ultrasound whether or 


not it was medically necessary. Now, as 
passed on May 1 by the Senate on a 20-10 
vote, the bill requires that a doctor offer to 
perform an ultrasound as well as show it to 
the woman, describe it to her, and have her 
hear a fetal heartbeat. Also part of the Senate 
version is a requirement that a woman’s doc- 
tor not only provide the “Woman’s Right to 
Know” pamphlet but also “explain” its content 
- that is, the stages of fetal development - 
before performing an abortion. (Both Watson 
and Fort Worth Dem Sen. Wendy Davis point- 
ed out this change in the law to Patrick, but 
he insisted he had not changed the law in this 
area and told Davis he didn’t have time to 
“address every issue you want to bring up.” A 
clearly irritated Davis replied, “But that’s what 
we do here.” Or so we thought.) The House 
version of the ultrasound bill, filed by Rep. 
Frank “the Fetus” Corte, R-San Antonio, is 
still pending in committee. 

As crunch time hits the Capitol, the fates of 
numerous other proposals that would affect 
women’s health care, reproductive rights, 
and sexuality education are up in the air. 
Sadly, measures that would improve the 
quality of sex education in Texas public 
schools - including a modest proposal that 
sex ed curricula employ medically accurate 
information (House Bill 741 by Rep. Joaquin 
Castro, D-San Antonio) - remain stalled in 
the House Public Education Committee. 

Simmering beneath all these bills is the 
question of whether House and Senate bud- 
get conferees will try to reallocate any of the 
more than $40 million currently dedicated to 
providing comprehensive reproductive health 
care for poor and uninsured women. For 
thousands of women, reproductive health 
services - including gynecological exams as 
well as screenings for breast cancer, hyper- 
tension, and diabetes - are their sole 
access to health care. Nonetheless, a hand- 
ful of lawmakers have doggedly tried to real- 
locate these funds, part of the anti-abortion- 
ists’ crusade to “defund Planned 
Parenthood.” Unfortunately, any move to 
strip Planned Parenthood of funds also 
threatens dozens of other providers of fami- 
ly-planning services across the state - and 
the result could be that more than 100,000 
women would find themselves without 
access to basic health care. - Jordan Smith

County Land Use 

Slow Crawl 
to Nowhere 

One of Austin Rep. Valinda Bolton’s 
major environmental goals this session 
was to give counties some greater land- 
use controls; currently, when compared 
with cities, they have almost none. She’s 
having mixed results. Her House Bill 
1507, co-authored by fellow Austinite 
Donna Howard, would grant populous 
counties the right to adopt noise regula- 
tions and has made it out of County 
Affairs and into Calendars. “It’s not May 
14,” Bolton said hopefully, referring to the 
deadline for a bill to be debated on the 
House floor. Her HB 4175 - which would 
enable certain counties to adopt buffer- 
zone regulations and comprehensive land- 
development plans, the sort of powers 
Travis County badly needs - finally moved 
out of Land & Resource Management on 
May 6. San Antonio/Austin Sen. Jeff 
Wentworth’s companion bill has fared 
even worse, not even getting a committee 
hearing. “Unfortunately, these county bills 



are like moving the ball down the field 
against 150 years of history,” said Bolton, 
referring to the reluctance of legislators 
to give government any new powers regu- 
lating private-property use. Looks like 
more of the same. - Lee Nichols 


The simple fact: As Sen. Kirk Watson, 
D-Austin, keeps trying to get people to notice, 
Texas runs out of cash for new transportation 
projects in 2012. The obvious solution: Pretty 
much every politician accepts that the cur- 
rent gas tax is ridiculously low and needs to 
be raised and/or index-linked to inflation. 

The sad truth: No one seems able or will- 
ing to expend the political collateral to get 
that “tax bill” done. What has emerged 
instead is Senate Bill 855, the local trans- 
port funding bill by Sen. John Carona, 
R-Dallas. Part of what it does is give a group 
of 19 counties the ability to raise cash 
through a limited toolbox of taxes and regis- 
tration fees; the rest is that it curbs their 
near-total dependence on the Texas 
Department of Transportation. 

Ah, TxDOT, the state agency that everyone 
loves to hate. After initially getting plaudits 
for delaying allocating its federal stimulus 
money, it then infuriated lawmakers by allo- 
cating its federal stimulus cash without priori- 
tizing underserved areas, as the American 
Recovery and Reinvestment Act requires. 
So what has the Lege done to fix a rogue 
agency? Not much. Even though TxDOT is 


under statutory review, Sunset bills SB 1019 
and House Bill 300 lack any systemic shake- 
ups. Watson noted that one significant 
amendment, stripping appointment of two of 
the five Texas Transportation Commission 
seats from the governor and handing one 
each to the House speaker and lieutenant 
governor, seems DOA. Somehow, Texas 
Transportation Commission Chair Deirdre 
Delisi has evaded the fallout from all the 
agency debacles and looks likely to have her 
interim appointment confirmed by the Senate 
Nominations Committee. 

Capital Metro customers may be more 
interested in Watson’s SB 2015 and its 
House companion, HB 4432 by Eddie Rodri- 
guez, D-Austin, which orders Sunset staff to 
undertake a full study of the transit authority 
and revamps the Cap Metro board. Both bills 
are currently with the House, and the two 
lawmakers are still in lockstep on the need 
for reform. Watson stresses that the overhaul 
process will be staggered, to give some conti- 
nuity of management. “What we don’t want is 
to have a performance review, and then the 
board is gone, all in one day,” he said.

Education Lots of Reform, No Money 


Ever since Daniel Pink, author of A Whole 
New Mind: Why Right-Brainers Will Rule the 
Future, briefed lawmakers back in January 
about his theory on the importance of arts 
education, his name has been dropped regu- 
larly under the dome. So when Senate Bill 3 
- the school accountability bill - turned up, 
heads were scratching as to why it strips out 
the fine-arts requirement for graduation and 
leaves it up to kids to use their electives 
instead. That could also explain why Senate 
Education Committee Chair Florence 
Shapiro, R-Plano, shared the stage (well, the 
lieutenant governor’s pressroom) on May 1 


with Asleep at the Wheel bandleader Ray 
Benson: to sing the praises of creativity in 
schools and allay fears that this is a back- 
door attack on poorer districts that will slash 
nonessential programs. 

SB 3 is the biggest rewrite of public school 
rules in Texas since No Child Left Behind, 
so while lawmakers worry which kids these 
reforms will fail, there’s the slightly more 
pressing problem of how to pay for schools. 
With a paltry $1.9 billion in the kitty, Sen. 
Leticia Van de Putte, D-San Antonio, wants 
to move closer to full-formula funding: 
Significantly for Austinites, her SB 982 would 


limit recapture (better known as “Robin 
Hood”) to districts wealthier than Austin 
Independent School District. Van de Putte 
said she hopes at least some of this makes 
it into SB 2392, the main bill authored by 
Shapiro and Senate Finance Chair Steve 
Ogden, R-Bryan. 

As for college, legislators have tackled 
the two constant targets of complaint - 
high costs and admissions restrictions. The 
Senate unanimously approved SB 1443 by 
Senate Higher Education Chair Judith 
Zaffirini, D-Laredo, limiting tuition increas- 
es for bigger universities to 5% a year (she 
also has in the wings a slate of tuition 
exemptions for groups such as former fos- 


ter kids). It heads to the House, where it 
will meet Shapiro’s SB 175, capping admis- 
sions under the top 10% rule at 50% of an 
incoming freshman class. On the institu- 
tional side, with Galveston’s hurricane-rav- 
aged University of Texas Medical Branch 
spared from the chopping block for the 
time being, attention has turned to House 
Bill 51, boosting the number of Tier One 
research universities in the state from 
three to 10 by establishing the Texas 
Research Incentive Program. With a 
$500 million price tag for the first two 
years, that could become a decades-long 
financial commitment.

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Media We Can 

Has Shield, Too? 

Barring a gubernatorial veto, Texas 
actually has a journalism shield law. 

House Bill 670 achieves the seemingly 
impossible: creating a qualified protec- 
tion for journalists and their confiden- 
tial sources that both news outlets and 
county attorneys could support. There 
was a brief scare when Lt. Gov. David 
Dewhurst delayed debate, claiming 
that he wanted more time to review the 
bill, but it seems he was happy with 
what he found, and now it’s on its way 
to Gov. Rick Perry. So far, so good for 
traditional media, but lawmakers are 
struggling when it comes to dealing 
with the Internet. The Senate passed 
Senate Bill 1629, amending the Texas 
Public Information Act so that the 
payment exemptions newspapers and 
broadcasters enjoy for open records 
requests apply to their websites, too. 
The legislation won’t cover bloggers, 
who are excluded from HB 670 as well, 
so they’re pinning their hopes on HB 
4237. Authored by Rep. Aaron Pena, 
D-Edinburg (who has regularly blogged 
at www.acapitolblog.com since 2005), it 
extends the privileged matter clause of 
the Texas Constitution to Internet 
reporters and citizen journalists. What 
does that mean? If bloggers, vloggers, 
and podcasters accurately report what 
was said in a court of law or a public 
meeting, they can’t be sued for libel - a 
protection print and broadcast journal- 
ists already enjoy.

My brother Aldo returned again and again 
in our conversations to one question. He 
posed it always as though for the first time: 
“Mike, how can you have a personal relation- 
ship with an impersonal God?” 

Again and again, we’d define our terms. 
“God,” for Al, was the personal, Catholic 
God of our childhood, a God he’d rejected 
emotionally and intellectually. At the same 
time, on levels deeper than emotion or intel- 
lect, he felt himself abandoned by that 
God. To believe and not believe in 
the same breath was an agony 
for my brother. He’d say that his 
simultaneous belief and unbe- 
lief left him suspended above 
a spiritual abyss, praying with 
nothing to pray to. For Aldo, an 
impersonal God was no God at 
all. He wanted to feel not judged 
but evaluated, to be of signifi- 
cance in God’s eyes. “To be condemned 
to hell by a God who cares is better than being 
ignored by a God who does not.” (That, in one 
sentence, was my brother.) 

Then came my turn to define my more 
indefinite terms. The relative and the abso- 
lute coexist in a continuum in which “rela- 
tive” and “absolute” are arbitrary terms that 
equally miss the point. The universe is a vast, 
living organism, connected in all its parts, 
in which humanity is a tiny cell, subject to 
forces we can imagine but never know, sense 
but never measure. Joseph Campbell said 
that “God” is a metaphor for what is beyond 
human category. “Good” and “evil,” “chaos” 
and “order,” “relative” and “absolute” are 
categories we invent to explain our world. 
We have no way of knowing whether they 
apply to the universe or to God. So, I would 
tell Al, when I say “God,” I mean the living 
connectivity of all things, playing itself out 
over time. “We live in God. We call it living 
in Time.”

Then Al would say something like, “Don’t 
you feel lost in all that vastness?” I was 7 
when our mother first went insane. Aldo was 
2. When our family fell apart utterly, I was 
13, homeless, alone. Al was 8, in a Catholic 
children’s home. Al knew my meaning when 
I said: “I’ve been lost since I was 13. It’s my 
natural habitat. ” 

I spoke not with despair or self-pity, still 
less with bravado. One learns to live with 
the world one is given, or one does not. 
I was OK with the world I was given 
because I learned to live in it. Al 
spent his life in mental hospitals 
and “supportive apartments” - 
he couldn’t be OK with a world 
he never learned to live in. 
“Mike, you talk like a guest at a 
feast I wasn’t invited to.” 

How can I have a personal rela- 
tionship with an impersonal God? I 
said to Aldo, often, something like: “The 
moon doesn’t know I exist. Or, if it does, I have 
no way of gauging that. Yet I love the moon. I 
go out at night to gaze at it, speak to it. People 
I love - far away or out of touch - look at that 
same moon. And all the strangers to whom I 
am a stranger. My prayers to God are like how 
I talk to the moon. I say to the moon, ‘Thank 
you for the blessing of your beauty.’ I say to 
God, ‘Thank you that my beloveds and I have 
been included in the unfathomable infinity of 
your creation.’” 

Al asked if I prayed for specific stuff. No, I 
pray that we’ll go well on our ways, whatever 
those ways may be. It may be a terrible way, 
but one can go well on it - as, I believe, Aldo 
went well on his terrible way. 

Sometimes we switched roles. When Aldo 
lived on Staten Island, the TV ballyhooed 
a tornado warning. His roommate asked, 
“Should we pray to God to protect us from the 
tornado?” Al said, “You’re praying to the same 
guy who sent the tornado.” 



That’s what I would have said. 

When Al was dying, I prayed to God to 
grant him peace. That’s what Al would have 
prayed for me. 

We each believed and disbelieved in sev- 
eral types of God at once. I doubt that is 
uncommon. 

Trying to explain myself, I read him a pas- 
sage from Joseph Conrad: “The ethical view 
of the universe involves us at least in so many 
cruel and absurd contradictions, where the 
last vestiges ... of reason itself . . . seem ready 
to perish, that I have come to suspect that 
the aim of creation cannot be ethical at all. I 
would fondly believe that its object is purely 
spectacular: a spectacle for awe, love, adora- 
tion, or hate, if you like, but in this view - and 
in this view alone - never for despair! Those 


visions, delicious or poignant, are a moral end 
in themselves. The rest is our affair.” 

“Then what do you think God loves most, 
Mike?” “If God created this universe, and if we 
estimate God by that creation, then what God 
loves most is variety. That’s what there’s most 
of.” Aldo laughed one of his rare laughs. 

He would have been laughing at me these 
last two years or so. 

I meditate nightly. Before I meditate, I 
pray. Before I pray, I read my “devotionals” (a 
Catholic kid’s joke). A page each in two Zen 
volumes, a page of the Tao Te Ching, a Hasidic 
tale, a Sufi tale, the meditations of Marcus 
Aurelius and Dorothy Day, verses from the 
Bhagavad Gita , poems by Hafez and Ikkyu, 
and sayings in The Complete Jesus, a compila- 
tion from many sources - before I open that

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book, I recite a sentence from Matthew 6:24, 
Luke 6:43, or Thomas 45 (take your pick): 
“Whoever has a crust of bread in his basket 
and frets about tomorrow is of little faith.” 

Two years or so ago, in The Complete 
Jesus, I read this simple question: “Where 
is your faith?” 

It stopped me cold. Haven’t gotten 
beyond it. I pick up that book, recite the 
“crust of bread” line, then say aloud, 
“Where is your faith?” 

I don’t know. To confuse me further, a 
few weeks ago I read in the Gita: “A man 
consists of the faith that is in him. Whatever 
his faith is, he is.” 

So every night I’ve come up against the 
question of what it is I actually believe, 
rather than what I think I believe or want 
to believe. I believe life is neither good nor 
bad, meaningful nor pointless, tragic nor 
comic - I believe all those qualities exist in 
a larger continuum beyond our comprehen- 
sion. I don’t believe the universe (or God) 
is ethical or moral, but I believe I have to 
be - though many may judge my morality 
dubious. I believe change is the only con- 
stant, yet humanity’s appetite for violence 
and senselessness seems not to change. 
I believe people striving for what’s good 
often create harm, and this will never be 
explained. I believe life can’t be perfected 
and that suffering is a given. I don’t know 
how anyone else should live, except that 
to be unkind is to miss the entire point. I 
believe in standing for what’s right as you 
see it - even if your idea of what’s right is 
different from mine - for dignity is achieved 
no other way. I believe in doing what you 
say you’ll do. I believe in live and let live. 
I believe no one becomes wise enough 
not to make mistakes and that no one is 
undeserving of mercy. I believe that life 
is not ultimately manageable and that no 
person or combine is powerful enough to 
control life, for nothing works as planned, 
and no plan or vision ever accounts for all 
the variables. Life always outwits us. It’s 
my experience that any moment extends its 
possibilities in all directions - any moment 
partakes of the infinite. 

Any moment contains unknown pos- 
sibilities for good and ill. Life is, itself, 
alive, and we are a small part of that larger 
life. Our relation to it is unknowable. “Is” 
is a vast word. I have faith in what is. In 
Conrad’s terms, I have faith in the worth of 
the wondrous, horrific spectacle life is. That 
spectacle is its own justification. It does not 
require our yea or nay. 

“What is your faith?” I invited the ques- 
tion by opening the book, and finally, I’ve 
replied. What I’ve said is only that: a reply. 
Not an answer. (Aldo might say I failed to 
answer or reply. His questions were always 
weightier than my responses.) 

Naunie says, “Take it a step at a time, 
and watch what you step in.” That works 
for me. But the thing about stepping is one 
foot is always on the ground, and one foot 
is always in the air. ■

ALLISYN PAINO 

A ballerina’s 
fairy-tale ending 

For someone who was told more than once 
that she would never be a professional danc- 
er, Allisyn Paino has had one hell of a career 
in the field. With this week’s production of 
Cinderella, Paino will cap 13 seasons with 
Ballet Austin, during which time she has 
danced the Cowgirl in Rodeo, the Snow 
Queen in The Nutcracker, Kate in The Taming 
of the Shrew, Helena in A Midsummer Nights 
Dream, Gertrude in Hamlet, Painter in Cult of 
Color: Call to Color, the Survivor in Light/The 
Holocaust & Humanity Project, the Chosen 
One in The Rite of Spring (a turn that earned 
her an Austin Critics Table Award), and a 
leading role in Balanchine’s “Episodes” (set 
by Suzanne Farrell, no less). And this week 
sees her slipping into the glass slippers to 
play the put-upon stepdaughter with the 
thoughtful fairy godmother for the first time. 
But bittersweetly, it’s also the last time Paino 
will perform as a Ballet Austin dancer. She’s 
retiring from the company. 

Paino has been such a major presence at 
Ballet Austin in recent years that it’s hard 
to fathom no longer seeing her virtuosity 
and vibrant personality onstage. She’s been 
a brilliant interpreter of Stephen Mills’ cho- 
reography and, along with recent retirees 
Inga Lujerenko, Margot Brown, Gina 
Patterson, Anthony Casati, and Eric Midgley, 
one of the key dancers who made Mills’ 
early years as artistic director so memora- 
ble. And like them, Paino seemed to grow in 
power and expressiveness with every perfor- 
mance. We’re thankful for her hard work 
and that she persevered when some said 
she had no career in dance. She has, and 
it’s been remarkable. 

Next season Paino will move into a new 
role at Ballet Austin: as ballet mistress of 
the company, teaching and coaching younger 
dancers and passing on her knowledge and 
experience to them. 

“I started at the bottom of the company, 
and I am ending at the top,” she says. 
“Oddly enough, in hindsight, each time I 
was placed at the bottom, it was good for 
me. It was really the best thing that could 
have happened to me. It required me to dig 
deep every time and decide if this was real- 
ly what I was meant to do. As it turns out, it 
always was.” - Robert Faires

‘second downtown’ 

Still haven’t been to the Domain, that not-so-radical experiment in 
New Urbanism beckoning from Northwest Austin? Still need a reason 
to use the gas to drive there - assuming you’re not one of the few 
residents of the rental units above or around the outdoor shopping 
mall? Here’s a rationale for visiting the controversial district envi- 
sioned as a second downtown without losing your cred in Austin’s 
first Downtown. 

It starts at www.recreatingthedomain.com, where six artists have cre- 
ated walking tours of the Domain. Download the files, put them on a 
portable music player, use that gas to get to the magical melding of 
residential and commercial units, and press play. 

Alex Keller, the curator of this experiment in audio art, comes 
from a background of sound design and co-hosts KOOP Radio’s 
aptly named experimental music show, Commercial Suicide, making 
him uniquely qualified to wrangle the disparate offerings of the 
Recreating the Domain project. “I wanted it to be a smart examina- 
tion of ... whatever this is,” Keller says, summarizing the impetus 
behind collecting these ongoing artworks. “I used to walk around 
here during lunch, and I always wanted to see the cracks, looking 
for the cast-only doors.” It’s that Disney-fication that fuels the sur- 
real nature of the Domain and what these pieces hope to bring 
into focus. 

The tours range from performance art, where you’re told to be the 
performer, to avant musical musings using the white noise of the 
Domain itself as a jumping-off point. Sometimes the audio tours 
call attention to themselves, asking participants to listen to the pro-

duced audio more intently. What ties them all together, however, is 
a common aim to make listeners look more closely at their sur- 
roundings. When the narrator of Brent Fariss’ Dominion: a walking 
tour says to cross the street illegally, only then is it apparent that 
the Domain is designed to prohibit jaywalking. Keller’s Curator’s 
Notes points out the speakers on the light poles and how strange 
a canned soundtrack would be in any other “neighborhood.” Other 
pieces merely flavor the experience of walking the Domain. Tan 
Bodies, by Bill Bridges, combines jumbled buzzwords, ad speak, 
and other language for an end product of creepy poetry. Similarly, 
Vanessa Rossetto’s ambient soundscape combines field record- 
ings with violin tones, making J. Crew bargain shopping eerier than 
ever before, as if seeing the cops on three-wheeled Segways 
wasn’t enough. - James Renovitch 


In his comprehensive exhibition “States 
of America,” now on display at the Austin 
Museum of Art, Lordy Rodriguez has it all 
mapped out. What it is, is this country of 
ours, albeit a version that the artist has ren- 
dered fantastically, subjectively, using the 
sort of cartography he’s evolved from road 
maps: the bright color-coding, the labels of 
graduated weight reflecting size or influence, 
lines of demarcation sanctifying political 
boundaries, other lines charting the myriad 
routes of transportation. These maps are 
enormous, strictured and structured swaths 
of text-bedecked hues, representing 55 
states - because Rodriguez also includes 
the states of Disney, Hollywood, Internet, 
Monopoly, and Territory - and they’re the cul- 
mination of a decade’s worth of work. 

“It started off with me driving back and 
forth between Houston and New York when I 
was in undergraduate school,” says the dis- 
armingly young (33) artist whose family 
moved to the U.S. from the Philippines 
when he was 3 years old. “Back then, the 
work I was doing was closer to Damien Hirst 
or Francis Bacon type of work - totally differ- 
ent and mostly sculptures, like Hirst’s shark- 
in-the-tank kind of work. But I was in school, 
and I didn’t have any money, so I thought, 


‘Maybe I’ll start 
drawing,’ because 
sculptures are too 
expensive, and I’ve 
always been good 
at drawing. 

“And I was driving back and forth across 
the country, which I did every semester, but 
the only way I could really relate to the land- 
scape was by looking at the map. And I was 
feeling so homesick for Houston, through 
almost all four years of school, that I’d just 
look back, when I was in New York, just look 
at the map of Houston - where I’d lived, 
where I went to high school. And it all just 
kind of connected to me. Later on, thinking 
about it, it made so much sense. Because 
mapping is probably the oldest visual lan- 
guage there is. Not the traditional methods 
but, like, just a line with a circle on it, mean- 
ing, ‘the path to the lake.’ After realizing 
that and combining it with the sense of nos- 
talgia I had with the landscape, I found that 
maps have such a great potential for any 
kind of discourse. You could talk about any- 
thing and relate it to a map somehow.” 

In “States of America,” the artist talks 
about a lot of things, moving the discourse 
smoothly, one map to the next, from the 


effects of multina- 
tional corporations 
on local areas to 
the influence of a 
Hollywood-amplified 
imagination on the 
borders between what is and what might be. 
You might be a bit jarred to find, in Rodriguez’s 
map of Texas, the Davy Crockett National 
Forest next to the Catskill Mountains and 
the Gulf of Maine defining the northwest- 
ern border of our great republic, but after a 
while and a few more of these cartographic 
chimeras, it all begins to make a sort of 
Lordy-visual sense. 

“Visual” is a key word here, as, for all the 
show’s discursive power, the words on these 
maps could be expressed in some language 
you don’t understand, and you’d still be awed: 
by the impact of the colors, the technical 
precision with which this fabulist’s cartogra- 
phy is inscribed, the idea of the hours and 
hours gone into each depiction of territories 
revealed as only Rodriguez the traveler can. 
These are maps of a country that bears 
repeated exploring. - Wayne Alan Brenner

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Evolving Dialogue 

Can Sharon Sparlin's play get science and religion to stop yelling and start talking?

Before the March 27 meeting of the Texas State Board of 
Education, the Texas Freedom Network, a left-leaning nonprof- 
it organization, held a press conference. The board would be 
discussing standards for science education in public schools, 
including how to address the theory of evolution. At one point, 
a woman interrupted the press conference, shouting, “My 
grandfather was not a monkey! ” 

“In fairness, a press conference held by a conservative, anti- 
evolution group just before ours in the Texas Education Agency 
lobby was also interrupted by a science supporter,” says 
Dan Quinn, communications director of the Texas Freedom 
Network. “The lobby was crowded with a lot of folks con- 
cerned about the issue.” 

That a press conference would attract such vehemence on 
both sides of an education issue points to how evolution stirs 
people on both sides of the debate to anger and passion. It also 
suggests that many members of the public don’t know how 
to define the terms of their debate. A 2005 Gallup poll found 
that 58% of Americans said that creationism (the view that the 
book of Genesis should be read literally) was definitely or prob- 
ably true, but almost the same number said the same thing 
about evolution. Within that crossover exists some confusion. 
So what exactly did the woman at the press conference mean? 

“Was she speaking literally or metaphorically?” wonders 
Austin director and producer Sharon Sparlin, who is staging an 
original play about the evolution debate. “That’s the problem. 
People don’t get taught evolution.” 

Her play The E Word: A Playground Adaptation opens May 8, 
during a year that marks both the 200th anniversary of Charles 
Darwin’s birth and the 150th anniversary of the publication 
of his most famous work, The Origin of Species. It is a year 
with both widespread celebrations and 
condemnations of Darwin’s work. It is 
also the year that the Texas State Board of 
Education chose to ratify language in the 
Texas Administrative Code that supports 
teaching what is known as intelligent 
design (I.D. for short), the idea that a 
designer or divine entity has been at the 
helm of evolution all along. 

What sets The E Word apart from many 
other observances of this evolution anni- 
versary is Sparlin’s intention to treat both 
sides of the debate with fairness and under- 
standing rather than advocate for one or 
the other. The play is a three-actor perfor- 
mance that includes scientific fact, pup- 
petry, Darwin’s finches, and the hymn “Amazing Grace” in a story 
of children on a playground trying to get along. It is in many ways 
a demonstration of how science and religion can have a conversa- 
tion that involves listening and not just shouting. 

Sparlin, who says she reads science texts for fun, calls 
herself a “science playwright.” She first thought of the proj- 
ect in 2003 when her theatre company Iron Belly Muses 
disbanded, although at the time the play was only a vague 
idea involving “asteroids, Sisyphus, and something to do 
with rocks.” Her reading in geology led to reading in biology. 
When she noted that 2009 would be a major Darwin anni- 
versary year, she began working in earnest on what would 
become The E Word. 

Sparlin has reached out to groups including Texas Freedom 
Network, the American Civil liberties Union, and the Center for 
Inquiry, a nonprofit that promotes “science, reason, and free inqui- 
ry.” Likewise, she has invited some local churches to participate. 


While she hasn’t reached out to any conservative churches, 
she says: “They’re welcome to come as long as they behave 
civilized. Same to my scientist friends. A lot of my militant sci- 
ence friends don’t like what I’m doing, don’t think we should 
be exploring how these sides can coexist.” 

“To be honest, when she first proposed the idea, I was skep- 
tical,” says Clare Wuellner, executive director of the Center for 
Inquiry Austin. “You know, ‘I’m not sure I can support it.’ At 
the time, I didn’t know [Sparlin] very well. It’s a pretty risky 
thing. I felt the CFI crowd might not even be interested in that 
kind of thing. Since that time, we’ve really done a lot of work 
with religious groups, because there’s no point in yelling at 
each other. It’s better if we talk to each other.” 

Part of talking to each other means establishing just what the 
conversation is about. In other words, what is evolution? What 
did Darwin really say? What is a theory? And while we’re at it, 
what is science? 

Proponents of evolution see it as the result of the contri- 
butions of many scientists, of whom Darwin was only one. 
Darwin was the first to write on natural selection, which 
explains how over time a species adapts to its environment. In 
his introduction to The Origin of Species, he wrote, “A fair result 
can be obtained only by fully stating and balancing the facts 
and arguments on both sides of each question; and this cannot 
possibly be here done.” 

Does this mean evolution is “just a theory,” that it is in ques- 
tion? Not among scientists. “In science, they mean something 
very different than what ‘theory’ means to a lay person,” says 
Wuellner. “To a lay person, it means a hunch. In science, a 
theory is a body of knowledge that all points to the same thing. ” 
While, technically speaking, a theory is still open to challenge, 
an established scientist challenging the 
entire theory of evolution is akin to asking 
if the Earth really does go around the sun, 
when the reverse appears to be true. 

Furthermore, any discussion of religion 
must be kept separate from science, as 
Wuellner sees it: “If you can see it, if you 
can record it, if you can have data that are 
reproducible, then it’s not supernatural. If 
science could test the supernatural, then 
it wouldn’t be supernatural.” Thus, intel- 
ligent design is insupportable because it 
advocates presenting the supernatural as 
science. “[I.D. supporters] want nothing 
more than for evolution to die,” she adds. 
Many proponents of intelligent design 
would disagree. While court cases in Kansas and Pennsylvania 
have linked the I.D. movement to a creationism based in fun- 
damentalist, Protestant Christianity, the two are not equivalent. 
Unlike creationism, I.D. does not argue that evolution did not 
take place, merely that a divine hand guides evolution. It focuses 
on supposed weak links in evolution rather than supplanting 
the theory with an alternative, scriptural or otherwise. 

Likewise, those who advocate for intelligent design are not 
always the anti-science radicals who shout about phantom 
monkey-grandfathers at press conferences. 

Take Randy Phillips, senior pastor at PromiseLand West, 
a conservative nondenominational church in Austin. “I am 
of intelligent design- thinking. In God’s creation order, for 
something as sophisticated and planned as our creation is, an 
accident is not plausible. I believe God created it, as his word 
says. I don’t look down on anyone who has a different view. I 
do think both should be taught.”

Phillips is an articulate man who thinks as he speaks and 
speaks carefully. “I take my beliefs directly from the Bible. It 
interacts with us on a daily basis. It is how I process my hopes, 
my fears, my lifestyle. If I do that, I am a better citizen, a better 
father, a better neighbor. If the Bible isn’t true, then it doesn’t 
matter. I’ve lived a great life because of it. But if it is true, it’s 
all that matters.” 

He acknowledges that in the past, conservative Christians have 
at times merited a reputation for being close-minded and exclusive. 
“[Conservatives] haven’t been open and accepting, and that’s too 
bad. I think the days of either-or are gone. With the president being 
who he is, we have an opportunity to open the playing field.” 

Not every church’s leadership is as discussion-minded as that 
of PromiseLand West, nor are some conservative Christians will- 
ing to let evolution stand. (See the $27 million Creation Museum 
near Cincinnati, showing the biblical account of creation in the 
manner of a natural history museum, dinosaurs and all.) 

It’s also true that many Christians view Darwin’s work the 
same way most scientists do: not as a threat but as an impor- 
tant contribution to the field of biology. In 2007, for instance, 
Pope Benedict XVI officially declared that evolution can coexist 
with faith. 

It’s within this complicated mess of strong opinions that 
Sparlin and the creative team behind The E Word set their play 
- and they mean the word literally. The evening is set up “like a 
child’s activity or coloring book,” says Sparlin. Before the show, 
audience members will have the chance to play games, includ- 
ing dominoes, Battleship, and “Pin the Leg on the Fish,” as they 
browse information provided by participating groups. Her hope 
is to engage with those who attend in an attitude of playfulness, 
to ease them into a performance that deals with sticky issues 
and presents actors who interact directly with the audience. 

“Anytime we can speak to each other instead of yelling at 
each other, that’s a good thing,” Sparlin says. “If you attend 
this, maybe you can be in the room with someone who thinks 
differently than you without walking out.” ■

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A DRIFTING LIFE

Schrag ... and it’s all very 
interesting for a comic-book 
voyeur but probably not a fun 
journey for the claustrophobic. 

(Well, but then neither is Ulysses.) 

What adds to and (paradoxically) 
relieves some of the inner mono- 
logue’s niggling obsessions is Schrag’s 
visual style: It’s a simple, cartoony 
line, for the most part ... except where 
the artist expertly uses solid blacks or 
goes hypertrophic with details back- 
grounding the characters in a scene. 

At times, she’ll ink a hundred thin 
lines to represent shadows along a 
city street, draw the outlines of each 
animal printed on the bedspread upon 
which she so frequently fingers her- 
self, invoke vein after vein in the myri- 
ad leaves of a park’s vast hedge, limn 
every single blade of grass in a patch 
of lawn that she and her friends, walk- 
ing by and deep in conversation, are 
oblivious to. She’s like, what, Cerebus 
the Aardvark’s Gerhard on a coke 
binge in a room full of rapidographs? 
There’s penciled bits, too, and some 
instances of watercolors, and sections 
(illustrating diary entries) rendered in a 
childlike scrawl. 


the industry itself, and the greater 
cultural milieu in which it all occurred. 
The book is physically thick, too, the 
sort of thing even Gojira would have 
trouble surviving if it were thrown with 
any force at all. It can be enjoyed as 
a personal journal, as a tenaciously 
subjective history of postwar Japan, as 
an example of how to structure a long- 
form, pictorial narrative. Or you could 
never actually read the thing, even 
though that would be your loss: Just 
keep it on your coffee table because 
the cover, crafted by editor Tomine 
from a single interior panel, is so love- 
ly in its near-monochrome simplicity. 

“Wow,” thinks our protagonist, see- 
ing his first TV in 1953, “soon we’ll 
be able to watch movies at home. 
When that happens, manga may be 
doomed.” 

Doubtful, ever, when it’s as good 
as this.

MOME VOL. 14 

Fantagraphics, 120 pp., $14.99 (paper) 

The latest in this anthology series curated by Fantagraphics’ Eric Reynolds and Gary 
Groth is what you need to give your really smart adult friends who are starting to enjoy 
sequential art but don’t want to begrime themselves with the whole superheroics rigma- 
role: Because this is an excellent collection of work (comprising the serious, the funny, 
the weird, the contemplative, the goofy, and other flavors sublime or ridiculous) by a 
variety of new artists and old. 

Lilli Carre’s long narrative “The Carnival” is highlighted in the introduction, and 
understandably so. The story is like some gorgeous mumblecore film made more effec- 
tive through adaptation to the comics medium, a bittersweet blend of the material and 
the metaphorical as the lives of two strangers overlap around a roadside fun park. 

The volume also boasts new work by the ever-intrepid Dash Shaw, Laura Park’s 
creepy-cute “Office 32F,” and a series of interstitial graphic beats by Derek van 
Gieson among its riches. Give this Mome to someone you love; they’ll be queuing up 
to buy the next iteration. - W.A.B. 



EXIT WOUNDS 

by Rutu Modan 

Drawn & Quarterly, 172 pp., $19.95 (paper) 

Israel’s Rutu Modan has created a compelling narrative that’s 
one-half wartime mystery and one-half uncertain romance. 
There’s a third half in there, too, something as strange as the 
idea of a third half, to American readers: an insider’s view that 
reveals a matter-of-fact acceptance of the violence visiting fre- 
quent and bloody chaos upon the order of life in that contested 
stretch of the Middle East. 

Twentysomething Koby of Tel Aviv is informed that his father 
may have been among the victims of a suicide bombing, but the 
authorities are uncertain. One of those authorities is a female 
soldier named Numi, who tries to help Koby determine whether 
his father was killed in the explosion. But the further they inves- 
tigate, the more mysterious the father becomes, with trails of 
inquiry leading toward hints of multiple social identities. And, as 
will happen, the longer they search, the more entangled Koby 
and Numi become with each other, in the credibly fumbling 
ways of still-insecure young lovers who are quick to hope but 
slow to trust. 

Imagine some indie filmmaker bringing this beautifully drawn 
graphic novel to the cinema. It’s such a stark, simple storyline 
for all its concern with the mysteries of identity; little would 
have to be lost in filming, and the special-effects budget, as 
opposed to those from a superhero franchise, would be less 
explosive than a pipe bomb. 

But we don’t have to imagine that. We don’t need a movie: 

We have the entire moving story right here, in full muted color 
on thick and finger-pleasing paper, between the covers of a 
well-bound book.

The homemade sign for the Screaming 
Goat promises tacos and cold beer at the 
end of the alley. As I ease my car through the 
narrow lane, I see that tables are set up 
along Shoal Creek, behind the old bungalow 
fronting 10th Street. On this day, as on most 
days, the tables are completely full of diners. 

I park and enter the restaurant, then order 
from a chalkboard over the cashier’s counter. 
Like the no-frills exterior, the decor at this 
new Downtown taco bar is understated, with 
small rooms spilling into other rooms, giving 
it a homey, coffeehouse feel. I settle into a 
table, and my tacos and beer arrive within 
five minutes, despite the busy lunch crowd. 

The Screaming Goat’s basic menu focuses 
on tacos, quesadillas, burritos, tortas, and 
flautas. Except for the flautas, all can be cus- 
tomized with a choice of fillings: carne asada, 
plain chicken, chicken adobado, al pastor, tila- 
pia, beans, or ground beef. Six different sal- 
sas, purportedly ranging in heat, can be 
mixed and matched to complement the fill- 


ings. These are recipes of co-owner David 
Sahagun’s abuela. And while they resonate 
with home-cooked flavor, the menu’s descrip- 
tion of them is misleading. The verde sauce, 
advertised as very hot, seemed tamer than 
the supposedly mild Olivia sauce - a thin yet 
blistering red salsa, more akin to Tabasco. 

No, the Screaming Goat does not serve 
cabrito, despite its name. It does prepare a 
memorable al pastor ($2.35), spiced with 
chiles, cloves, and ... was that cinnamon I 
detected? The tilapia taco ($2.35), served 
on a corn tortilla and mated with the 
Screaming Goat’s fiery Olivia sauce, is a 
lively bite. I also recommend the flautas 
ahogadas ($3.39). Filled with ground beef or i 
chicken, these are smothered with a thin gj 
tomatillo or tomato broth - almost like a | 
hearty soup. For the taco-weary, there’s a | 
selection of hamburgers and fries, the most ^ 
popular of which is the nacho burger “ 

($4.89), smothered with queso, jalapehos, £ 
and guacamole. - Rachel Feit *

Over the past couple of years, Austin has seen a signifi- 
cant increase in pastry purveyors - first cupcake makers 
and more recently creators of cake balls and custom 


s’mores. Not all the new local sweet 
treats are of the miniature variety, 
however. The evidence is in the pastry 
case at Pie Slice bakery, resplendent 
with full-size cream and fruit pies in 
flaky crusts under clouds of sweet 
whipped cream and tall, elegant layer 
cakes in mouthwatering flavors. These 
delectable desserts are the work of 
the brother-and-sister team of Martin 
and Mabel Abundis and their busi- 
ness partner, Vicente Jaramillo. The 
talented three honed their baking 
chops for years at one of this city’s 
most established dessert emporiums, 
Chez Zee, before striking out on their 
own in December 2008. 

In addition to pies and cakes, the 
cozy little shop on South Lamar also 
turns out breakfast, lunch, and dinner 
to eat in or take out. Folks in the 


neighborhood are partial to the well- 
stuffed breakfast tacos (99 cents 
each), and there’s a plate of migas 
($3.95) that looks mighty tasty. For 
lunch and dinner, the very affordable 
options are soups, quiche, salads, 
sandwiches, pastas, and pizzas. One 
afternoon last week I took home a 
Caesar salad ($6.95) and the ’04 
Turkey and Brie ($6.95), with maple- 
cranberry chutney on homemade 
limpa paired with homemade potato 
chips (eat ’em while they’re hot!), and 
was very satisfied with my selections. 
My current favorites from the pastry 
case are the coconut tres leches and 
lemon rosemary layer cakes and the 
Black Bottom Banana Cream pie, but 
that’s subject to change depending 
on what I try next.

The competition will be 
held at TCA on Saturday & Sunday, May 30 & 
31, and prizes will be awarded that day. 

Potential contestants must submit recipes in 
five categories along with their applications. 
Three finalists will be selected for the cook-off 
competition.

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Rinaldo “Reno” Lanzillotti and partner 
Julie Renfro have opened Nonna Gina’s in the 
second block of historic buildings in beauti- 
ful downtown Buda. Lanzillotti is originally 
from Milan, did time at Mezzaluna, and also 
had his own fresh pasta store on South 
Congress called Bottega Della Pasta. He 
dropped off of the culinary radar for a while 
but has now resurfaced, and we are glad he 
did. Nonna Gina’s is a homey little casual 
space, with red and beige walls, an Italian 
hillside mural, and some hand-painted glass 
panels over the door. It seats about 40, with a 
bar on one side. While it’s not exactly an 
open kitchen, you can see what’s going on in 
back if your angle is right, and Lanzillotti 
makes a habit of cruising the floor. 


From the numerous pizza selections, we set- 
tled on the bianca ($15), a 14-inch hand-tossed 
pizza with a fresh, thin crust which is nicely 
charred on the bottom and golden-brown 
around the edges. It lies somewhere between a 
thin, cracker-style and a slightly thicker, yeasty- 
style dough; quite foldable once it has cooled a 
tad. It’s topped with bianca sauce, fresh spin- 
ach, chunks of moist roasted chicken, crisp 
bacon pieces, red onion, and mozzarella. We 
loved it, though we thought it benefited from a 
light drizzle of Nonna Gina’s wonderful garlicky 
oil that’s placed on the table, used for dipping 
the crusty peasant bread. There seemed to be a 
fairly steady stream of locals, regulars if the 
overheard conversations are correct, dropping 
in to pick up pizzas to go. 


We opted to split a bowl of the day’s special 
soup: cream of sweet red pepper ($4.50). It 
came out in a crock-style bowl with a handle, 
the rosy top bubbling from a trip to the oven. 
The base seems to be chicken stock with some 
pureed potato, with lots of pureed, fire-roasted 
red pepper. Once it cooled off a little, the fla- 
vors really began to develop, and we found it 
quite enjoyable with a little squeeze of lemon 
and a sprinkle of Parmesan. 

Sausages with polenta ($10) came next: two 
large house-made Italian sausages that have 
been sauteed with onions, peppers, and garlic so 
that they became nicely caramelized. The sau- 
sages are richly flavored, 
with a nice snap to the 
casing. The melange rests 
atop two good-sized tri- 
angles of sauteed polenta, 
full of rich com flavor and 
so light they could have 
been your grandmother’s finest version of airy 
spoon bread - a stellar combination of tastes. 

For a pasta, we chose the special of penne 
Bolognese ($8). What arrived was a large bowl 
of penne with chicken in a Gorgonzola cream 
sauce with rosemary ($11). We of course knew 
the difference but decided to sneak a taste 
before we sent it back for the correct dish. It 
was so good we decided to keep it and play like 
we meant to order it all along. Perfectly al dente 
penne is bathed in a rich, aromatic sauce per- 
fectly bolstered with Gorgonzola. This is an 
assertive cheese that is so easy to overdo in a 
cream sauce, but Nonna Gina’s does it just 
right. Pieces of moist chicken, subtle rosemary, 
sweet red onion, and a light spiciness from 
cmshed pepper round out the taste. Excellent. 

The chicken Marsala ($13.50) was really 
good, though it suffered from sauce short- 


age. The chicken breast is lightly breaded, 
moist, and very tender, topped with a nice 
cremini mushroom and Marsala sauce; we 
just wished we had more. On the side is a 
large portion of excellent capellini, topped 
with a crudo tomato sauce, thinly sliced 
garlic, and shaved Parmesan - simple and 
really good. 

For desserts, we tried both the tiramisu 
($5) and the cannoli ($4). The tiramisu is 
served in a stemmed glass, topped with mas- 
carpone custard flavored with vanilla and 
rum. It has a sabayonlike texture with choco- 
late garnish, covering an espresso-soaked 
cookie. The rum domi- 
nates too much for my 
taste, but I can cer- 
tainly understand the 
moans coming from 
surrounding tables that 
were eating it. The can- 
noli shell appears to be house-made and is a 
delight, while the ricotta filling isn’t too 
sweet, and the chocolate drops and pistachio 
garnish push it well into the pleasure zone. 

Another trip had me eating a wonderful 
crisp Greek salad with red onion, cucumber, 
tomato, olives, feta, romaine, and herb dress- 
ing ($4/$7), and the lasagna Bolognese 
($13.50), a large portion of layered pasta, rich 
meaty Bolognese sauce, bechamel sauce, and 
three cheeses (Romano, mozzarella, Parmesan) 
- definitely some of the better lasagna being 
served in the Austin area. 

Nonna Gina’s is exactly the kind of restau- 
rant that we need more of, whether it’s in 
Austin or Buda. Rustic food with big taste, 
prepared authentically and at a fair price, in a 
comfortable and casual setting. It’s Italian, it’s 
friendly, and it’s good! - Mick Vann

I was talking to someone recently about West Sixth Street and 
how the new bars that have sprouted up in that part of town are 
very similar to the college crowd shot bars that abound on East 
Sixth. The only obvious difference: The customers at the trendy 
West Sixth bars are the same ones that used to down shots at 
Touche and the Library only a few years back, only all grown up. 
As much as I actively avoid that sort of place, I had heard good 
things about the food at J Black’s, so I ventured in recently for 
happy hour. 

First impression: bad. A crowd of grownup Greeks was partying 
loudly on the tiny outdoor patio, smoking cigars. The bar is com- 
pletely open to the patio, so even though the smokers were out- 
side, the entire place reeked of cigar smoke. 

Quite unfortunate for someone looking to 
taste what the bar refers to as “redefined 
dining.” Once inside, the seats are comfort- 
able, there’s ever-changing local art on the 
brick walls, and staff members are friendly and eager to please. 
Turns out they have pretty good deals, every day from 4 to 8pm 
and all night Sunday: $1 off all drinks, 25% off bottles of wine, and 
half-price select menu items. Among the shamble plates are some 
unusual but tasty treats: macaroni with smoked Gouda, asadero, 
and sharp cheddar cheese rolled into balls, panko crusted, and 
fried and served with pimento cheese sauce ($3.50 at happy 
hour); smoked-salmon-and-goat-cheese mousse served with 
capers, chopped shallots, and crostini ($6 at happy hour); pigs in 
a blanket made with Niman Ranch hot dogs served with a creole 
mustard dipping sauce ($5 at happy hour); and a tasty dish of four 
lollipop lamb chops, grilled to medium rare and served with a side 


of creamy Gorgonzola sauce ($13.99). My only complaints about 
the chops were that ours were served lukewarm (perhaps due to 
the 25-minute wait between ordering and receiving them) and that 
the Gorgonzola sauce is more like a dressing, so the effect of dip- 
ping lukewarm chops in a cold sauce left us, well, chilly. 

The Gorgonzola and apple salad ($3.50 at happy hour) was a 
pleasant surprise - a generous pile of fresh baby greens topped 
with halved grape tomatoes, thinly sliced apples, red onions, 
crumbled blue cheese, and spiced walnuts tossed with 
Champagne-shallot vinaigrette. The vinaigrette picked up the 
chile spice from the walnuts, adding a very pleasant piquant 
touch to the fresh, crisp salad. 

The main dishes here are thin-crust piz- 
zas in many flavor combinations, with a 
build-your-own list of ingredients. Some of 
the most unique combinations include the 
Stefano ($13.99) with applewood-smoked 
bacon, goat cheese, sun-dried tomatoes, shallots, and micro arugula; 
the Jambalaya ($13.99), topped with roasted chicken, andouille 
sausage, and Cajun spices; and the Crab & Portobello ($15.99), with 
caramelized shallots and white truffle oil. For dessert, J Black’s serves 
a fudge brownie topped with Amy’s Ice Cream. The limited dessert 
offerings are offset by the large amounts of liquid desserts - a good 
selection of scotch, liqueurs, and the obligatory chocolate martini. 

Late-night bar goers can satisfy their munchies at J Black’s until 
midnight every night, and honestly, this is some of the best bar 
food in the area. Cigar smoke notwithstanding, the food was 
enjoyable, and I even got to catch a little of the NBA playoffs on 
the screen. - Claudia Alarcon

GETTING CREATIVE 
WITH CONSTRAINTS 

AFS Documentary Tour: lO Under lO

This year marks the fifth 10 Under 10 program, an annual 
documentary shorts compilation organized by Ellen Spiro, 
University of Texas professor, filmmaker ( Body of War, Troop 
1500), and self-professed celebrant of the “small and cheap.” 
Ten films under 10 minutes long and made for less than $10. 
(“Not that we audit anyone’s books,” she adds. “It’s really just 
about the spirit of low budget.”) 

Rather than producing this year’s entire show herself, Spiro 
recruited students Sarah Garrahan, Lauren Sanders, and Keith 
Wilson as coordinating and supervising producers, and she invit- 
ed Austin Film Society staffers Chale Nafus, Bryan Poyser, and 
Agnes Varnum to select the films. Here’s a brief overview of this 
year’s program, of which eight films were produced by Master of 
Fine Arts students: 

“Great Grandmama for Obama” (D: Micah Barber) follows the 
presidential election through the eyes of an 88-year-old black del- 
egate to the Democratic National Convention, a woman who has 
experienced Jim Crow and the civil rights movement and finally 
lives to see the election of the first black president. Angela 
Torres Camarena’s “Exiled in America” is a portrait of a family 
torn apart when the mother is deported to Mexico. “Squeezed 
Out of Business” (D: Chithra Jeyaram) follows the travails of 
Austin’s own Good Flow Juice Co. when the operation was shut 
down by the Food and Drug Administration and forced to start 
pasteurizing its juices. 
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Radio-Television-Film undergrad Gideon De Villiers takes a ride 
on the experimental side in his short, “Different Spokes,” which 
blends documentary with narrative in an exploration of the inner 
life of a BMX rider who has an accident and struggles to recover. 
In “Nine. 5,” Keith Wilson pursues his own fascination with older 
image-making technologies by taking a closer look at today’s 
move toward HD above all else and questioning the commonly 
held assumption that a sharper image automatically means a 
better film. 

Russell Bush and Allen Ho’s “Locomotion” takes a seemingly 
simple idea - the observation of people running to get some- 
where - and raises it to another level in what turns out to be an 
ethnographic look at “running” in the 21st century. Ruth Fertig 
took on her own cockroach phobia in (what else?) “The Cockroach 
Project” in an attempt to deal with her own aversion to the crit- 
ters and to learn how others dealt with theirs. Then, too, she dis- 
covers that there are also roach “enthusiasts.” The legal psyche- 
delic drug Salvia divinorum is the subject of undergrad Alfredo 
Lopez’s doc, “Barely Legal,” while Todd Thompson turns his lens 
on the quirky owner and guitar-fixer par excellence of Austin’s 
Musical Exchange in “A Lifetime in Repair.” Finally, there’s Ben 
Slamka and Tomasz Werner’s “Vitula Arcus,” a Super-8 short 
about the craft of violin and bow-making. 

Spiro - whose pedagogical mantra for how to make a better doc 
is “decapitate the talking head, your job is to find a better way” 

- is mightily pleased with this year’s crop of RTF student films: “I 
can say with confidence that you will not find a more passionate 
group of films in a program under two hours anywhere else.” ■

The first season of Pulling begins 
with a wedding, and Gavin & Stacey’s 
ends with one. That’s not the only 
likeness between these two popular 
sitcoms that debuted on BBC3 within 
a year of each other - they’re both the 
products of talented writer/performers, 
and both headline casual sex and Olympian 
benders, dysfunctional families, and best 
mates who do very bad things - but con- 
stitutionally, they’re worlds apart. Actually, 
Pulling kicks off with the promise of a wed- 
ding, undone when Donna (Sharon Horgan, 
who co-created the show with Dennis Kelly) 
decides to dump the dependable but boring 
fiance and re-enter the dating fray. The title 


is British slang for “picking 
up,” although that suggests 
something far more proactive 
than what Donna and her girl- 
friends do, which is get drunk 
and have blackout sex with 
assorted unsavories. Pulling can 
be viciously funny, but its characters 
- especially Donna’s best friend, Karen, 
an alcoholic preschool teacher played 


by Tanya Franks with a perma-snarl - go 
through the same self-defeating paces again 
and again, making for an arcless, airless 
show built on a dispiriting sameness. Not so 
with Gavin & Stacey, which takes a poten- 
tially canned premise about strangers who 
fall in love over the phone (she’s in Wales, 
while he’s an Essex boy) and turns it into 
an opportunity for real character depth and 
development. When Gavin and Stacey 
(Mathew Horne and Joanna Page) 
finally meet in person, they rock- 
et through a giddy courtship to 
the dismay of their best friends 
(played by creators James 
Corden and Ruth Jones). The 
irony there is that although 
Corden and Jones play deeply 
unsentimental characters - he’s 
feckless and crass; she’s wonder- 
fully loose and louche - together they’ve 
crafted a rather sunny sitcom: barmy, 
romantic, and expansive. - Kimberley Jones

THE FACTS BEHIND NEW FILM INCENTIVES 

What exactly is this new Texas film incentives 
program Gov. Rick Perry recently signed into law, 
and how will it function? According to details just 
released by the Texas Film Commission, the pro- 
gram is two track: one offering up to a 15% rebate 
for in-state spends depending on the project’s bud- 
get size and another offering up to 25% of payroll 
going to Texans. If at least a quarter of the filming 
is in “an underutilized or economically distressed 
area,” an additional incentive of 2.5% for the first 
track and 4.5% for the second track is added. What 
still awaits the work of a House-Senate conference 
committee is just how much funding will go to the 
program, which is already assured $20 million over 
the next two years (with another $2 million for 
administration and associated programs including 
a state film archive). Perry and the Texas Motion 
Picture Alliance have been pushing for another 
$40 million. Meanwhile, Perry has also signed a bill 
sponsored by Sen. Kirk Watson creating media 
production development zones that will offer sales- 
tax rebates for film soundstages and other produc- 
tion facilities. What’s the expected impact of all 
this film-industry wooing? Consider the slate of 
projects Robert Rodriguez laid out at the signing 
of the overall incentives program: the futuristic 
Nerverackers; Machete, a feature-length version of 
a fake movie trailer included in Grindhouse; Predators, 
a reboot of the Predator franchise; Sin City 2; and 
a big-screen version of television’s The Jetsons. 

UNKLATER GOES MAVERICK 

Local filmmaking legend Richard Linklater will 
soon officially be a maverick, with the Honorary 
Maverick Award bestowed on him during the 
Woodstock Film Festival on Oct. 3. His response to 
the award speaks volumes about his independence 
and Texas-ness: “Although the term ‘maverick’ was 
greatly devalued in last year’s election cycle, I’ll 
humbly take on this honor and as a Texas filmmak- 
er help reclaim the term in the tradition of the 
famous Texas cattleman Samuel Maverick who 
refused to brand his cattle. I would like to think it 
was for humane reasons, but the legend goes that 
he was just too lazy and uninterested in ranching 
to care. I think there may be an indie filmmaking 
analogy in there somewhere.” 

AND THE REST... 

Congrats to Austin transplant Andrew Bujalski 
who both recently obtained distribution for his 
Austin-shot indie feature Beeswax through the 
Cinema Guild and celebrated his marriage to 
Texas Monthly writer/ novelist Karen Olsson this 
past weekend... Cameron Diaz is reportedly mull- 
ing starring in Warner Bros.’ Bobbie Sue, based on 
a script by Austinites Owen Egerton and Chris 
Mass and University of Texas grad Russell

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The Constancy of Sorrow 

Native Texan Kevin Reynolds taps loss of innocence, from Cold War 
Commies to ‘The Count of Monte Cristo’

Director/screenwriter Kevin Reynolds is probably best 
known for his work with friend Kevin Costner on films like 
their mutual 1985 breakthrough, Fandango; 1991’s Robin 
Hood: Prince of Thieves; and, four years later, the logistically 
cursed and critically panned (but still epically entertaining) 
Waterworld. Taken as a whole, however, Reynold’s cinematic 
curriculum vitae tilts less toward the typical multiplex block- 
buster fare than it does toward a far grander directorial era 
in Hollywood’s past. 

His 1988 film, The Beast of War (aka The Beast), is a minor 
masterpiece of the form, a violently suspenseful psychologi- 
cal war movie that leaves viewers feeling as though they just 
watched some great, lost Samuel Fuller-David Lean collabo- 
ration. His 1994 film, Rapa Nui, takes place on an ancient 
Easter Island, presaging Mel Gibson’s similarly themed 
Apocalypto by more than a decade, and Reynolds’ last two 


films, a rollicking 2002 adaptation of Alexandre Dumas’ The 
Count of Monte Cristo and 2006 ’s Tristan & Isolde (ill-cast but 
still unique in its take on the perennial star-crossed lovers), 
have been equally, eloquently grandiose in their conception 
if not, ultimately, their execution. 

Reynolds is a director of the old school and proudly so. 
His cinematic canvases are large enough for him to paint 
outsized characters but detailed enough to invoke the primal 
intimacies of war, love, and legend with an intimacy most 
modem directors have long since sacrificed in favor of bet- 
ter box office and bigger names above the marquee. It’s the 
audience’s loss. 

The Austin Chronicle spoke to Reynolds about his body of 
work, war, and the film industry’s current stagnation on the 
eve of his appearance in town for the Austin Film Festival’s 
Made in Texas series. 


KR: At the time, my parents 
were clearly concerned, as I 
think most parents would 
be. Ultimately, they were 
incredibly supportive, and 
they couldn’t have been 
nicer about it. They never 
said, “No, you can’t do 
this.” They respected the 
fact that I was an adult 
and I was going to make my own choices. But 
yeah, they were concerned. It seemed pretty 
far-fetched to them, too. 

AC: “Proof ” your thesis film at USC, which even- 
tually morphed into Fandango, briefly alignedyou 
with Steven Spielberg’s Amblin Entertainment. 
How did that come about? 

KR: My goal when I went to film school was to 
end up with two things: a screenplay I could 
sell and a movie I could show. I got really 
lucky, and my first screenplay sold, and I got 
an agent off that. I’d just finished the film, 
and I asked him if he thought he could get 
it to Steven Spielberg. I honestly didn’t think 
anything was going to happen. And then liter- 
ally about two weeks later, I was in the court- 
yard at USC, and the chairman, Mort Zarcoff, 
comes over and asks me to come to his office, 
which I do. He says: “Steven Spielberg’s office 
is on the phone. They want to talk to you.” I 
get on the phone, and it’s Kathy Kennedy [his 
then-assistant, who executive-produced the 
film], and she says: “Steven really liked your 
movie, and he’d like to meet with you. Do you 
think you could come down tomorrow?” And 
I’m like: “Yeah. Sure.” 

So [Spielberg and I] ended up talking for 
an hour and half. He was great. He asked me 
what I wanted to do, and I told him I wanted 
to be a director and so on, and then I left. 
Two days later, I get another phone call - I’m 
sitting in my crappy little apartment in Studio 
City - and it’s Kathy Kennedy again, and she 
says, “I just want to let you know that Steven 
is making arrangements for you to do a feature 
version of your student film.” 


I hung up, and I sat there in my chair 
for half an hour, and then I called her back 
and asked her to repeat what she’d told me, 
because I just couldn’t believe it. It was like 
a fairy tale, and things don’t usually happen 
that way. 

AC: I have to ask you about your involvement 
in John Milius’ infamous Commies-invade-the 
Heartland film, Red Dawn. Which you wrote, 
correct? 

KR: That was my thesis screenplay. I desper- 
ately wanted to direct it, but it was too expen- 
sive, and so United Artists decided to give it 
to Milius. You know, John has his own unique 
political point of view, and it colored the pic- 
ture in a way that I would not have taken it. 
AC: How had you envisioned it? 

KR: I wanted to do Lord of the Flies. My 
whole reason for writing it - and this was at 
the height of this resurgent Cold War fervor - 
was that I noticed there was a lot of jingoism 
going on, and everyone wanted to kick the 
Russkies’ butts. But people in this country 
had no idea what it would be like to fight 
a war in their own back yard. At the time, 
there was talk about the Europeans and how 
lame they were, but we forget that they have 
fought wars in their back yards, literally, and 
they knew what it was like. And so I wanted 
to depict what it would be like to have it 
actually happen here, and, as I say, do more 
Lord of the Flies. The script as I wrote it was 
not a celebration of violence. John took it in 
another direction. 

AC: What’s your take on the finished John 
Milius film? 


Austin Chronicle: Storywise, your films have 
been all over the place. Is there a single unifying 
theme throughout that you’d care to point out? 
Kevin Reynolds: I guess if I had to pick one 
thing that seems to reoccur in a lot of my 
work, it would be an obsession with loss of 
innocence - the inevitable disillusionment 
that just living life encompasses. I think you 
can find that in just about all the pictures 
I do. 

AC: Where does that come from? 

KR: I guess, when I was a kid, I never wanted 
to grow up and sort of sensed that it was 
going to be more fun to be Peter Pan than it 
was to be an adult. You can see a lot of that in 
[Kevin Costner’s character] Gardener Barnes 
in Fandango. 

AC: You went to UT-Austin, then to Baylor Law 
School, and then to USC to study film. What 
prompted the jump from being an attorney to 
being a filmmaker? 

KR: From an early age, I always liked to 
write. I loved stories, I loved literature, and 


I really loved film, but it seem[ed] too out of 
reach, too much of a fantasy occupation. So 
consequently, I felt like it wasn’t something 
to pursue because I was never going to get 
there. I went to law school because it seemed 
like the respectable thing to do. I had to make 
a living, but I didn’t like it at all. When I got 
out of Baylor, I realized I was faced with either 
four years of doing something I don’t even 
like, or I could take a chance and go back 
to film school, because that’s what I really 
enjoyed. I started making little films at UT. I 
was practicing law in the daytime, and then 
at night I would go over to the film school, 
and I’d be there from 6 at night until 2 in the 
morning. And after a year of that, I realized 
I had to make a choice, and so I applied to 
USC film school, got accepted, quit my job, 
and went back to school. 

AC: Your father was the president of Baylor at 
that time. What was his response to your deci- 
sion to abandon the legal profession in favor of 
film school?

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KR: I’m not happy with it. 

AC: One of your films that rarely gets the 
credit it deserves is The Beast, which is about a 
wounded Soviet tank and its crew being hunted 
by a vengeful band of mujahedeen in the waning 
days of the Soviet-Afghan conflict. For obvious 
reasons, The Beast is contemporary all over 
again and has plenty to say about both the 
viral madness of warfare in general and, more 
specifically, war in Afghanistan. If anything, 
it’s more relevant right now than it was when 
it was released in 1988. Was the war still on at 
the time you made the film? 

KR: It was, yeah. The Beast was writ- 
ten by a great playwright by the name of 
Bill Mastrosimone. It was sent to me in 
a 50-page outline, I read it and thought, 
“Wow, this is cool,” and then I found out it 
was a play. So I went to see the play - they 
had this big wire contraption onstage to 
represent the tank, which meant you had 
to kind of stretch your belief to buy into 
it. And I thought, this isn’t a play, this is 
a movie. So Bill and I spent a couple of 
months adapting it into a tight script and 
went to Israel to shoot it. 

AC: It’s one of the most gorgeous-looking, 
almost poetic war films I’ve ever seen. 

KR: Not foreseeing where we were going 
to be 20 years on, at the time I saw the 
Soviets’ situation in Afghanistan as some- 
thing akin to their Vietnam. Which is why I 
chose to portray the Russians the way I did, 
which was as Americans speaking American 
accents. I know that threw a 
lot people at first, but I think 
that after the first five or 10 
minutes, you kind of forget 
it. What that does, though, 
is allow the audience to 
find those characters very 
accessible. And that’s what I 
wanted to do: Make people 
realize that they’re just like 
us and that their situation 
was analogous to what we 
Americans had experienced 
in Vietnam. 

AC: Having said that, and 
knowing as much as you do about the Soviets’ 
disastrous Afghan campaign, you must have some 
concerns about our current imbroglio there. 

KR: That’s a complex issue, and greater 
minds than I are trying to deal with it. But 
I do feel that to some extent it was a huge 
mistake. You can’t go over there and just 
defeat these people militarily. You’re talking 
about trying to change an entire culture’s 
mindset. I spent a couple of weeks in 
Pakistan before shooting The Beast, and it 
was like going back 200 years. They’re very 
dogmatic in their beliefs, they don’t really 
want to know Western culture, they’re a bit 
narrow-minded, and they’re very different 
from us. If they’re not battling the Russians 
or the British or us, they’re fighting each 
other. And that’s just their culture. I think 
we’ve got a no-win situation on our hands. 
You’d have to pour so much time and 
money into the entire culture to try and 


change that mentality. And at the end of the 
day, you have to ask, “Is it right for us to go 
in and impose our system on them?” It’s a 
quagmire, and I think it’s sucking the blood 
out of us. 

AC: Both the business and the craft of mak- 
ing movies has changed dramatically over the 
past decade, with the introduction of affordable 
pro-sumer HD cameras, digital editing, and so 
forth allowing virtually anyone the ability to 
make a movie, for better or worse. What’s your 
take on the so-called “ digital revolution,” and 
what do you think it implies for the future of 
filmmaking? 

KR: Quite frankly, what I think it has done 
is make films less special. You’re right: 
Anybody can make a picture now, whereas 
it used to be very difficult to do so. The 
problem these days isn’t so much getting 
the picture made anymore; it’s getting it 
seen. That’s incredibly difficult now, even 
for big filmmakers. 

AC: Theatres are starting to dry up like the 
drive-ins of yore. 

KR: It’s really depressing, because that’s 
what I fed on when I was young and in 
love with pictures. I remember when I first 
went to UT, and I would go to the old Dobie 
Theatre, and they would show everything 
from Japanese to Italian neorealist films, 
Philippe de Broca pictures, and it was 
fabulous, because you were exposed to all 
these different points of cinematic view from 
around the world, and you saw them on 
the big screen as they were 
intended to be seen. That’s 
gone now. [Outside of mar- 
kets like Austin] people just 
don’t go to see those types 
of pictures these days, and 
as a consequence, they’re 
not even being made in 
their native countries any- 
more. American cinema has 
dominated the marketplace 
to the exclusion of almost 
everything else. There’s 
been a mass-homogeniza- 
tion of cinema, which I 
don’t think is healthy at all. I don’t think it’s 
a particularly good time in cinema. 

AC: So what would you advise young or emerg- 
ing filmmakers do? 

KR: Well, you know, they all want to get out 
there and make movies, and they want to do 
it right away. What I tell them is: First, go 
to school, get a good liberal arts education, 
and then go out and travel the world or fall 
in love or what have you. You need to have 
something to say before you go into making 
pictures, because otherwise, you’re just par- 
roting technique that you’ve seen elsewhere. 
You’re not really experiencing life and then 
commenting on it, like the best pictures do. 
You need to go out and live. The great film- 
makers are guys who experienced war, expe- 
rienced tragedy, experienced the whole of 
life, and then came home and wrote about it 
or made movies about it. That’s what made 
those films profound. ■

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Where My Ladies At?

A couple of readers had something to say 
about last week’s “TV Eye,” “And Then There 
Was Maude,” about the passing of actress Bea 
Arthur. Specifically, they took issue with my 
lament that middle-aged women were hard to 
find on the small screen and those that are out 
there are not quite cutting it. 

One reader offered this important addendum: 
“I believe you forgot one of the most promi- 
nent women’s roles on broadcast television in the 
past decade; namely, Helen Mirren as Detective 
Chief Inspector Jane Tennyson on the PBS series 
Prime Suspect. Surely, as prolific and ground- 
breaking as Bea Arthur was in the role of Maude, 
Mirren achieved new heights in her role.” 

Oh, snap! Of course! Mirren starred for seven 
seasons as the tenacious Inspector Tennyson in 
the BBC production, which was first brought to 
U.S. audiences in 1992 on PBS (an encore of the 
final season aired in 2008). Credited with recon- 
stituting the crime drama, the series featured 
Mirren as a brilliant but imperfect aging woman 
working in a male-dominated field, doing her 
best to keep her dignity and her sanity intact. 

I confess that I have never seen Prime Suspect 
in its entirety. It’s one of those series I have on 
my “must watch on DVD” list. And while I am 
not a fan of crime dramas in general, Mirren 
alone is worth dropping that prejudice. 


Daytime soap operas are another genre I’m 
not fond of, yet reader Natalie Nicola of Austin 
thinks I’m missing some good women there, 
particularly in TV’s longest running series, 
Guiding Light (CBS): 

“ [ Guiding Light is] slated to be canceled just 
as they are featuring a captivating same-sex love 
story between a very Catholic Latina widow 
and her fiance’s much-married ex-girlfriend. 
This being soap-land, there is a lot of melo- 
drama and soapy silliness, but the focus on the 
storyline is this previously straight woman’s 
acceptance of her love for another woman while 
remaining a practicing Catholic. Naturally there 
was an emotional interruption [at a] wedding 
when the bride fled the altar to declare her love 
to her maid of honor. Did I mention that the 
mayor of this soap-land burg is a snarky clos- 
eted lesbian called Doris Wolfe?”

Because 
May is Latino Music Month, ME TV asked him 
to return to create 3- to 4-minute segments 
on what’s happening where to play through- 
out the month. Saucido will film interviews 
with artists, such as local singer-songwriter 
Myrna Cabello about her upcoming show at 
the Long Center, along with sit-downs with 
higher profile artists such as Ozomatli. The 
segments appear hourly, and as Latino Music 
Month progresses, Saucido says there may be 
a chance to do some actual programming. ME

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Three Latina singers and a ringer

Part II of Cinco de Mayo became something of a mystery. The question was: Who are 
Austin’s female equivalents to Ruben Ramos and Manuel “Cowboy” Donley? What women 
musicians/singers have played locally through the decades and become models for ensuing 
generations plying the same trade? 

Since the 1995 shooting of Lake Jackson’s Selena, Latina singers no longer fly under the 
radar. By that point, in fact, Austin had already cultivated rich talent such as Tish Hinojosa, and 
today, San Antonio’s Rosie Flores tends to her career from her home here the in the state capital. 
Patricia Vonne blazes a similar path. Yet talking with a trio of local Latina singers - Sarah Fox, 
Mary Welch, and Joanna Ramirez - revealed remarkably disparate experiences that fit into the 
bigger community picture, one in which the female presence is crucial. 

Behind the scenes, meanwhile, Rose Reyes of the Austin Convention & Visitors Bureau and 
the Austin Latino Music Association may well be the most powerful woman in Austin’s Latino 
community and the de facto mother figure. The ladies have it. 

Of course, wherever there are Latin dolls, there are Caballeros nearby, so we snuck in the 
Krayolas from just down the road apiece, where the sextet’s first wave garage rock finds its 
revival unexpectedly topical. 

If the sound’s brown, it’s also impressively diverse. 



LA SIRENA 


Sarah Fox counts on her resume not one 
but two Grammy-winning projects. Teamed 
with husband and noted accordion player 
Joel Guzman, Fox’s explosive duet with Joe 
Ely on “Deportee” helped ignite all-star Latin 
combine Los Super Seven on its triumphant 
eponymous debut in 1998, which won Best 
Mexican-American Music Performance in 1999. 
Guzman’s Polkas, GritosyAcordeones, with David 
Lee Garza and Sunny Saucedo and produced by 
Guzman for the couple’s label, Guzman Fox 
Records, won a Latin Grammy in 2005. 

Fox didn’t have to travel far from her native 
Temple to land in Austin in 1983, yet she’s cir- 
cumnavigated the broad horizon of Latino music 
with style and charisma. Moving through a vari- 
ety of bands led Fox down a rootsy path of R&B, 
funk, modem jazz, and music influenced by her 



Cuban roots, as her songwriting developed and 
she worked both sides of the microphone. Most 
recently, she and Guzman collected acclaim for 
their stirring Latinology, their new Conjuntazzo 
ready for release this month. 

The question of why Austin’s Latino music 
scene has no veteran women as standard-bearers 
is a puzzle for Fox, who relates it to the experi- 
ence of her mother, Guadalupe Reyna Castillo. 

“She was a singer, but she gave it up, of 
course,” relates Fox. “She got married and 
started having children. I was the last of nine 
kids, and she loved the fact that I showed an 
interest in music early I lost her three years 
ago, but she was a powerful foundation, my 
biggest supporter. Her singing was incredible. 

“The older women singers like my mom 
were like Lydia Mendoza or Laura Canales. 
The music industry is male-dominated, even 
more so in Latin music. I hate to say this, but 
the domination of males in my life was pretty 
hard - 1 had six brothers. Still, women are still 
trying to fight for their spot constantly, not 
just Latin women. I’m a sweetheart, but when 
it comes to certain business, I’m a hardass.” 


LA CURANDERA 


Mary Welch and her band, Los Curanderos - 
Spanish for “the healers” - know that a spoon- 
ful of sugar makes the medicine go down. 
She’s not afraid of pop or disco, because music 
that pleases many ears gives her a wider audi- 
ence. Besides, she customizes those tunes with 
a Latin beat when she’s not singing her own 
songs in English, Spanish, and Portuguese. 

That’s a departure for Welch, born Mary 
Vasquez in McAllen, who moved to Austin 
when she was 8. Raised Mormon instead 
of traditional Catholic, Welch hated church 
services, which nevertheless gave way to her 
singing hymns, an interest not particularly 
encouraged by those close to her. By 13,

hard - 1 had six brothers.” 


however, she would “somehow catch a ride to 
the Continental Club and hope that would be 
me someday up on that stage.” At Travis High 
School, she shared lockers with Will Sexton. 

“He was in Will & the Kill and used to let 
me into the club,” she laughs. “I was really 
impressed with the bands I saw” 

So impressed that she pursued singing, and 
by 1998, her sweet voice graced numerous 
acts, particularly Lubbock players Jo Carol 
Pierce, the Texana Dames, and the late, great 
Jesse Taylor, all of whom influenced her song- 
writing. 2003 ’s Curame found Welch defining 
her signature blend of Latin rhythms and 
pop sensibility amid performances with gypsy 
guitarist Teye and her own side project, Scary 
Mary. She admits that plying a broad vision 
sometimes makes focus a tough discipline.

Ranking cabinet member of the Latino scene Rose Reyes

There’s no shortage of praise for Rose 
Reyes. Her spirit, ideas, generosity, impec- 
cable taste, and always - always - fabulous 
shoes are only a few things local musicians 
cite about her. 

“Rose is like the secretary of state for 
Austin music,” says Rich Garza, producer 
of Austin’s Pachanga Latino Music Festival. 
“She’s the perfect ambassador for Austin’s 
incredibly diverse artistic community.” 

As director of music marketing for the 
Austin Convention & Visitors Bureau, Reyes’ 
mission is cut and dry: Bring conferences 
to the Convention Center, which in turn 
fills local hotels, and promote the city to 
visitors and tourists. A lifelong music lover 


and longtime advocate, Reyes doesn’t need a 
windblown sales pitch. 

“Musicians move to Nash-ville if they want 
to be a star. In Austin, they’re here because 
they want to be an artist in an artistic com- 
munity,” she says. “What are our attractions? 
We’re not San Diego, Miami, Orlando, or Las 
Vegas, but in Austin, truly, you can go to five 
or six venues in one night, any day of the 
week, to see live music - and not just one 
kind of music. The diversity of music here 
is what makes us unique, what makes musi- 
cians create here. 

“There are new discoveries to be made all 
the time.”

A native of Edinburg, Texas, Reyes arrived locally 
in 1984 to work for the Greater Austin Hispanic 
Chamber of Commerce and later the Texas 
Department of Commerce, before landing at Texas 
Folklife. The Austin-based nonprofit is where 
Reyes found her true calling, working with roots 
music masters across the 
state and producing events 
celebrating Texas’ rich 
musical heritage. 

“I bet I know every accor- 
dionist across the state,” 
she chuckles. 

On the side, she was 
managing then-Austin- 
based singer-songwriter Tish Hinojosa and helping 
drive a variety of arts projects either as a board 
member or through consulting. One of Reyes’ pet 
projects at the Austin Convention & Visitors Bureau 
is producing a compilation CD featuring Austin 


music, which became a “heavenly” endeavor when 
the most recent disc became The Sound Is Brown for 
Latino Music Month. 

“The Latin scenes here in Austin are thriving like 
never before,” says Michael Ramos of Charanga 
Cakewalk. “I’ve come to realize, like many others 
I’m sure, that a huge driv- 
ing force behind this renais- 
sance is Rose.” 

Reyes would demur, cit- 
ing former Council Member 
Raul Alvarez and the Austin 
Latino Music Association for 
spearheading Latino Music 
Month. Yet, with 20 years’ 
experience and contacts with nearly every venue 
and any Latino -infused event in town, she might 
lose that argument. And frankly, there’s no time. 
Why fight when there’s so much good music to 
break in a new pair of dancing shoes to? ■

If Hector Saldana’s sons, Jason and 
Nick, hadn’t restored the Krayolas’ 

1980s vinyl singles ... no, if Michael and 
Ron Morales at Studio M hadn’t been so 
impressed by the old songs that turned 
into Best Riffs Only ... no, if Augie 
Meyers hadn’t approached them with 
“Little Fox” ... 

No, really, if the band sometimes called 
the Tex-Mex Beatles for its 1960s quartet 
harmonies and San Antonio garage rock 
flair hadn’t reunited, none of those things 
would have made a difference. And what 
are the odds that said reunion would deliv- 
er two critically adored CDs - 2008’s La 
Conquistadora and Long Leaf Pine (No 
Smack Gum) earlier this year - hot South 
by Southwest showcases, airplay on Sirius 
Satellite Radio, and a feature on NPR’s All 
Things Considered and convert Bruce 
Springsteen and Steven Van Zandt as fans? 
Pretty slim for guys in their 40s and 50s. 

Never mind the hoary sentiment, 
though. Take “Corrido Twelve Heads in a 
Bag,” a song from Long Leaf Pine, written 
by Saldana on Christmas Day after read- 
ing a newspaper story about a gruesome 
incident in Mexico and prompted by cine- 
matic Dylan interpretation Tm Not There. 

“The little boy was dressed down by the 
woman who told him to quit singing old 



songs and sing about his times,” relates 
Saldana, senior staff entertainment writer 
and music columnist at the San Antonio 
Express-News. “In that instant, I paused 
the movie, grabbed my guitar, and wrote 
the song. When I finished it, I realized it 
was a corrido, even though it was in 
English and in four-four, so I wrote the 
waltz-time Spanish overture at the top.” 

Saldana, who, along with bandmate and 
brother David, was born in Houston, grew 
up in Corpus Christi, and moved to the 
Alamo City at the end of 1968, credits his 
home base for the band’s good fortune. 

“No place else fused the Chicano vibe, 
country music, and that New Orleans 
1950s rock & roll quite like here. There’s 
a lot of soul in San Antonio.”

Until two years ago, Joanna Ramirez was 
primarily known as a blues singer with a noted 
2001 release called Satisfy Me. While headlining 
gigs were tough, she often sat in with the Nortons 
during their weekly run at 
the old Red’s Scoot Inn and 
could be found playing and 
singing with Mary Welch y los 
Curanderos. Still, the maria- 
chi music of her grandfather 
and father, not to mention the 
family’s many years of playing 
a mixed bag of Latino, rock, 
and blues, paid off. 

When veteran local bassist 
Larry Lange began expand- 
ing His Lonely Knights swamp-pop soul south- 
ward to San Antonio, he didn’t just need a 
female foil for “Tu Prieto” and “Falta Tu Amor”; 
he needed a gutsy voice versed in blues and 
rock as well as one capable of duetting with 
Chicano soul legends such as the Royal Jesters’ 
Dimas Garza. 


Ramirez met the challenge with a homegirl’s 
bravado, coming full circle from blues and rock to 
the music she was raised with. She and Garza cre- 
ated that duo magic that happens once in a great 
while, and she became his singing partner of 
choice. Garza’s sudden death after a triumphant 
show in San Antonio last 
year stunned Ramirez. 

“He was such an inspi- 
ration,” laments Ramirez. 
“He had a childlike ex- 
citement about music 
and performing that 
was really brought home 
to me the night of our 
last show together at 
the Josephine Theatre 
in November. Dimas 
couldn’t wait to go on, pacing back and forth, 
but of course he had to wait because he was one 
of the headliners. Dimas was still writing new 
songs, and I felt honored that he wanted to work 
with me in the future. I’m glad I was aware of the 
significance of working with him. Dimas had a 
big impact on me, and I’ll never forget him.” ■

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BOB DYLAN 

Together Through Life (Columbia) 

If love doesn’t kill you, then the devil hasn’t 
done her job. “My Wife’s Home Town,” wherein 
Bob Dylan adapts Willie Dixon’s “I Just Want to 
Make Love to You” to the tune of “I just want to 
say that hell’s my wife’s hometown,” crackles 
in David Hidalgo’s Day of the Dead accordion 
and the singer’s Mephistophelian growl. The 
blues hue Together Through Life. Whereas 2006 
predecessor Modern Times cops Muddy Waters’ 
“Trouble No More” (“Someday Baby”) and reiter- 
ates Memphis Minnie on “The Levee’s Gonna 
Break,” Together Through Life's thick Southern 
drawl croaks romantic disillusion instead of lit- 
eral “High Water (for Charley Patton)” blues from 
2001’s raw, decade-best revitalization, Love and 
Theft. That album’s negotiation of man’s peren- 
nial quest came off gamely cantankerous start- 
ing on “Summer Days” (“Why don’t you break my 
heart one more time for good luck”) and sealed 
with the bittersweet “Sugar Baby.” Modern Times 
flashes opener “Thunder on the Mountain” (“I’ve 
been sitting down studying the art of love”), then 
builds its case through masterful balladry (“Spirit 
on the Water”), tempestuous push/pull (“Rollin’ 
and Tumblin’”), and finally remorseful self-pity 
(“When the Deal Goes Down”). After Dylan and 
Heartbreaker Mike Campbell grind biblically 
lite on “Beyond Here Lies Nothin’,” built on the 
bleating ribs of Hidalgo’s diatonic compression 

- the song recalling the squeezer’s Los Lobos 

- Together Through Life comes alive only briefly 
when pleading lover come back. Bayou blues (“If 
You Ever Go to Houston”) are no match for the 
doleful “Life Is Hard,” with its crawfishing hook, 
fluttering mandolin, and old man’s vulnerability 
in the face of lost love - think Marlene Dietrich 
leaning on a piano in the Weimar Republic. The 
bitter and brooding “Forgetful Heart” (“Why can’t 
we love like we did before? ... The door has 
closed forevermore if indeed there ever was a 
door”) commiserates grandly. Third in the trip- 
tych might have been the pathetic “This Dream 
of You” and even dollops of acceptance in the 
anemic “I Feel a Change Cornin’ On” (“We got 
so much in common, we strive for the same old 
ends ... and I just wait, wait for us to become 
friends”). Closer “It’s All Good” offers the disc’s 
best song, a brilliant idea and hook whose lyr- 
ics deserved more investment than that lent 

by Dylan and his collaborator, Grateful Dead 
word whisperer Robert Hunter. Beyond that lies 
nothin’ except a wasteland, with nary a pulse 
for Life's second act. If Love and Theft, Modern 
Times, and Together Through Life constitute a 
new millennial perspective on the Bard’s love 
life, somebody quick, turn him on to eHarmony.

Help (In the Red) 

Consider John Dwyer’s musical career an evolutionary chart. 

In Pink & Brown, he pounded out late-1990s Neander-noise. 

With the Coachwhips, he fashioned fast blasts of garage punk. 

As the OCS and Ohsees, his bedroom backlog yielded gauzy 
reverb folk. Now, settled into his current simian brain, comes 
Help, Dwyer’s most structured rendering of noise-pop yet. The 
San Francisco-based quartet continues tapping the rhythmic 
backbone of 2008’s The Master's Bedroom Is Worth Spending a Night In, as opener “Enemy 
Destruct” pairs Dwyer and Petey Dammit’s guitars in a metronomic race against drummer 
Mike Shoun. The 1960s jerk of “Meat Step Lively,” complete with groovy end-song flute 
solo, recalls Billy Childish’s livelier moments. Dwyer’s and singer Brigid Dawson’s voices 
are nearly indistinguishable, as are the lyrics, but when their harmonies chime just right, 
they’re Frank Black and Kim Deal, which complements the good time bop of “A Flag in the 
Court,” the buzz-saw repetition of “Ruby Go Home,” and the cyclical psych echo of “Can 
You See?” Save for a track or two, Help is indeed fully erect.

’Cause I Sez So 
(Atco/Rhino) 

The New York 
Dolls were always 
a numbers racket, 
prepunk movers 
of their seedy 
CBGB Revlon anti-scene, slopping out 
greasy bucketfuls of blues-inflected trash 
rock. And then there were two: David 
Johansen’s howlin’ wolfishness and 
Sylvain Sylvain’s dirty boulevard guitars, 
here both beaded and salty with an audi- 
ble sheen of East Village sweat courtesy 
of 1973 debut producer Todd Rundgren’s 
immaculately filthy production. Long shots 
this winning are rare, but 'Cause I Sez 
So pays off in spades. The titular opener 
Thunders out of the gate, raising Kane 
with lippy aplomb before exploding into 
the one-two TKO of “Muddy Bones” and 
the plaintive pop and Brill-iant schmaltz 
of “Lonely So Long.” The mussy swagger 
of “This Is Ridiculous” is anything but; 
Johansen’s mouthy yowl remains junkie- 
lean, while Steve Conte’s roadhouse guitar 
bobs in an amber ocean of Old Grandad. 
Some may question the reggae-fication of 
classic “Trash,” but the spliffy do-over is, 
quite simply, a masterstroke, a surprising 
summer staple long overdue, just like the 
Dolls 36 years on. (The New York Dolls 
pack Emo’s, Friday, June 5.)

DOHERTY 

Grace/Wastelands 
(Parlophone) 

Embodying a 
30-year-old Keith 
Richards on Grace/ 

Wastelands' meaty 
special-edition DVD, the former “Pete” 
Doherty reveals the same English vulner- 
ability all that infamy masked. Songs are 
sacred, even the offhanded ones; voices 
true heart. Largely unplugged, with the 
steel-string addition of Blur guitarist Graham 
Coxon, Doherty’s initial release under his 
own name ruminates rather than rocks, 
as did his bands the Libertines and Baby 
Shambles, but then solo debuts, begin- 
ning with 1970’s McCartney, generally lay 
themselves bare. Grace/Wastelands does, 
with the same irresistible UK melodicism 
begun by the British Invasion’s big bang. 
Simple shepherds’ song opener “Arcady,” 
deliciously looped downstroke “Last of the 
English Roses,” waltzing atmospheric “A 
Little Death Around the Eyes,” arresting 
“Salome,” and new Doherty mist “I Am the 
Rain” equal his best songcraft. Fragments 
(“1939 Returning,” “The Sweet By + By”) 
drift, but Graceful love songs “Sheepskin 
Tearaway” (guest starring Dot Allison), “New 
Love Grows on Trees,” and “Lady Don’t Fall 
Backwards” tattoo. “Very straightforward,” 
offers Doherty, “and honest and open - a 
very personal record.” A real beaut, in fact.

Actor (4 AD) 

Over smoky piano standout “The Party,” Annie Clark purrs: “I 
lick the ice cube from your empty glass. Oh, we stayed much too 
late, ’til they’re cleaning the ashtrays.” Meanwhile, she keeps 
an “eye on the exit sign, steady now.” As on her 2007 debut, 
Marry Me, the former Texan is looking for a way out of her song, 
though she makes interesting conversation while there. Her 
second album is less precious, something attributed to either 
maturity or a better grasp of the script. Opener “The Strangers” gathers black cloud cover, 
following Clark through swatches of electronic colors until she finally lets her guitar do the 
screaming. Smooth jam “Laughing With a Mouth of Blood” disorients over dreamy instru- 
mentation (“Just like an amnesiac, trying to get my senses back”), a pairing that informs 
much of Actor. The 1980s electro-thump of “Actor Out of Work” and “Marrow” beef up the 
disc’s more domestic fare, the latter evoking Prince. A few songs could slim down, but the 
star gets in and out of her dream sequences seamlessly, already thinking of her next line.

Impressionable singer 
Finn Andrews masters his Dr. 

Jekyll and Mr. Hyde routine on 
the Veils’ third disc, splitting 
time between desolately romantic piano ballads 
(“Begin Again” and the title track) and dense 
indie rock detonations, most notably textured 
banjo freak-out “Three Sisters” and early U2 kiss- 
off “The Letter.” Ecstatic, tumbling crapshoot 
“Killed by the Boom” takes the cake. ★★★ 
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Italian researchers revealed in March that at least one method of increasing 
penis size actually works (but that it would take a highly motivated man to 
take advantage of it). Writing in the British Journal of Urology, a team from the 
University of Turin had volunteers attach weights from 1.3 to 2.6 pounds for six 
hours a day for a six-month period and found that their flaccid-state lengths 
increased by an average of almost 1 inch. 


LEAD STORY 

In April at a New York City gallery, the 
Australian performance artist Stelarc starred 
in a video of his surgery in which an ear is 
implanted onto his left forearm (right now, 
just a prosthesis, but to which stem cells 
will be added), which will house an Internet- 
accessed, Bluetooth-capable microphone. 
“Post-evolutionary strategies” are required, 
Stelarc told The New York Times, because 
the current state of the body is obsolete. 
Other exhibits at the “Corpus Extremus 
(LIFE+)” exhibit included a genetically modi- 
fied goat that produces superstrong spider’s 
silk. In an earlier project, Stelarc wired half 
his muscles to computers in Paris, Helsinki, 
and Amsterdam to understand a semicontrol- 
lable “split-body experience.” Stelarc’s self- 
appraisal: “[I’m] never in [my] comfort zone.” 

BRIGHT IDEAS 

Coming Soon to Reality TV: The CMT 
cable channel has scheduled an August 
start-up for Runnin’ Wild ... From Ted Nugent, 
in which the rock singer, hunter, and uninhib- 
ited gun advocate will spend five episodes 
training three novices on how to survive in 
the woods, and then, in the final episodes, 
Nugent and his 18-year-old son will go hunt 
them down, with the last one to avoid cap- 
ture declared the winner. 


THINGS PEOPLE BELIEVE 

Baltimore prosecutors were stuck in their 
case against cult leader “Queen Antoinette,” 
40, whom they had charged in the starva- 
tion death of a young boy who was being 
punished for failing to say “amen” at meal- 
time. They would need the cooperation of 
the boy’s mother, cult member Ria Ramkissoon, 
22, but she was refusing to flip on the 
queen, whom she believed would eventually 
resurrect her son from the dead. Finally in 
March, the judge announced a breakthrough: 
Ramkissoon would cooperate, but prosecu- 
tors would promise in writing to drop all 
charges if the queen eventually brings the 
boy back. 

CAN’T POSSIBLY BE TRUE 

“You use the toilet every day. Imagine if 
you could start pouring a little gasoline into 
the bowl and get fifty cents a gallon [as a tax 
credit from the Internal Revenue Service] 
every time you flushed.” According to a 
hedge fund analyst (quoted by The Nation 
magazine for an April story), that’s the way 
Congress’ 2005 legislation to encourage 
“alternative” fuels has been exploited by the 
paper industry. Company representatives 
until now have been proud that the paper 
industry supplied most of its own fuel, as a 
byproduct of making paper, but when it dis- 


covered the tax credit, it reworked its fac- 
tories to accept a mixture of the incum- 
bent byproduct and ordinary diesel fuel, 
thus creating an “alternative” fuel and 
earning the credit, which, for example, 
was worth $71.6 million to International 
Paper Co. in March and is not scheduled 
to expire until December. 

Retired rogue New York City Police 
Detectives Stephen Caracappa and 
Louis Eppolito, who were convicted in 
2006 of assisting the Mafia for many 
years (including with assassinations), 
were sentenced to life in prison plus 
80 to 100 additional years. However, 
because the men retired from the force 
before they had been charged with crimes, 
they are entitled by law to their lifetime 
pensions of $5,313 a month and $3,896 
a month, respectively. 

Army Sgt. Erik Roberts, 25, was 
injured in Baghdad in 2006 by a road- 
side bomb, and his leg required 12 sur- 
geries before supposedly healing, but 
last year a life-threatening infection was 
discovered in the leg. Roberts under- 
went a 13th surgery that was covered 
by his private health insurance, but a 
costly, rigorous antibiotics regimen was 
subject to a $3,000 co-pay, which Roberts 
asked the Department of Veterans Affairs 
to take care of, but the agency repeat- 
edly refused, citing that Roberts had 
gone outside the “system” to save his 
war-ravaged leg. Only when a CNN report- 
er called the matter to the attention of 
U.S. Sen. Sherrod Brown in March did 
the agency relent. 

UNCLEAR ON THE CONCEPT 

The website lnformationAgePrayer.com 
offers, for people too busy to speak to 
God themselves, a daily service of invoca- 
tions (using voice-synthesizing software) 
for Catholics, Protestants, Jews, or Muslims. 
Starting each day “reciting” the Lord’s 
Prayer (or the Islamic Fajr) is $3.95 a 
month. Hail Marys are 70 cents a day 
for 10. A Complete Rosary Package is 
$49.95 a month. Each prayer is voiced 
individually, according to a March report 
on LiveScience.com, with the subscriber’s 
name on the screen, and for Muslim 
prayers, the computer’s speakers point 
toward Mecca. 

A 2008 report on crime at U.S. colleg- 
es listed the University of California-Davis 
as having the fifth-worst rate in the coun- 
try, and among the University of California 
system, UC Davis’ rate of sexual assaults 
was higher than the other schools’ rates 
combined. Nevertheless, in February, 
according to Sacramento’s KTXL-TV, the 
school’s Student Judicial Affairs organiza- 
tion boasted of the record, claiming that it 
demonstrates the “openness” of the cam- 
pus, in that students feel “comfortable” 
enough to report sex crimes.

Prause Meat Market in La Grange makes barbecue the old- 
fashioned way. That’s not surprising when you consider the 
business has been in the same family for 105 years, and the 
current pit boss has worked over the hot coals for 40 years. 

The earliest records 
show Arnold Prause 
had a butcher shop 
on the north side 
of the courthouse 
square in 1904, says 
Gary Prause. Gary’s 
the fourth generation 
to continue the local 
legend. His brothers 
Brian and Mark and 
sister Kathy work at 
the shop, too. “My 
son is the fifth gener- 
ation to work here,” 
he says. “At one time, 
we had nine family 
members working.” Q 

It takes a lot of 3 
people to keep the I 
wheels of the family “ 
enterprise turning. < 

Behind the big plate- g 
glass windows of the 

store is an operation that takes the meat from the hoof to the dinner plate. Not only does the market 
sell quality cuts of meat from its own processing plant, but it also has a smokehouse as well as the 
barbecue pit. “What sets us apart from grocery-store meat markets is the freshness,” Gary says. “We 
can have the beef ready for sale in 24 hours instead of days or weeks.” 

Chefs in the area count on the quality of the meat counter’s beef, pork, and chicken. The shop 
also offers custom-cut steaks and butchering. The Prause’s smokehouse produces its own brand of 
bacon, Canadian bacon, and sausage. “In the smokehouse, we use mountain hickory wood from 
Tennessee,” Gary says. The pork and beef sausage rings are seasoned only with salt, pepper, and 
garlic. “Grandpa used to always say, ‘If you doctor it up with spices, then all you taste is the spic- 
es,”’ Gary says. 

Prause’s barbecue pit boss, Monroe Schubert, uses post-oak wood to slow cook the meats with 
a mild smoky flavor. He started working with Gary’s dad and two uncles at the meat market in 
1965. Over the years Schubert has become something of a celebrity as one of the top barbecue 
maestros in the state. 

To order barbecue, you go around to the counter behind the meat cases and order by the plate 
or pound. The sign on the wall says the staff doesn’t make sandwiches, but they give you all the 
fixings to make your own. 

For side dishes, try the homemade-style beans, coleslaw, macaroni salad, or one of three types 
of potato salad. “The sour-cream potato salad is like baked potato,” Gary says. It comes with gen- 
erous bits of Prause custom-made bacon mixed in. 

Prause Meat Market is on the southwest corner of the courthouse square at 253 W. Travis 
(Business TX 71). About halfway between Austin and Houston, the market is open weekdays from 
6:30am to 5:30pm except for Thursdays, when it closes at 1pm; Saturdays from 5:30am to 1pm; 
and closed on Sundays. To place an order, call 979/968-3259.

If Kirsten and Kris Schultz are cute today, just 
imagine how adorable they were as little girls, see- 
ing who could make the most free throws in a row 


or drink the most glasses of milk 
or eat the most cereal. Kirsten 
and Kris are identical twins, so it’s 
probably no coincidence that these 
contests often ended in a tie. Both 
are ambidextrous, athletic, and 
love dogs. But they’re not so identi- 
cal that you can’t tell them apart. 
Kirsten is 2 inches taller and has 
bluer eyes. Kris’ eyes are more 
greenish. She’s also the more 
enthusiastic pingpong player. “If 
there’s a pingpong table around, 
even if it’s old and warped, I’ll 
absolutely be playing,” she says. 
“It’s impossible to be in a bad 
mood playing pingpong.” 

Kirsten wasn’t so sure about 
that. “Yeah, playing pingpong for 24 
hours straight - that was definitely 
my sister’s idea,” she grumbled. 

Eighteen hours into their 
pingpong-a-thon to raise money 
for the Leukemia & Lymphoma 
Society, Kirsten was feeling even 
less enthusiastic about the game. 
Starting and finishing at noon 
sharp, they had resolved that they 
would take a five-minute bathroom 
break every six hours. The third of 
these might have lasted a little lon- 
ger, as Kirsten was off throwing up 
what little she’d eaten during the 
night. A little later, during a rally, 
she briefly fell asleep standing up.

In 24 hours, they’d each hit 
some 64,000 shots, raising about

do, hosting swank parties. “I 
hadn’t thought of that,” Kris said.

It’s a tough week for the London clubs, playing at 
home in the European Champions League semifi- 
nals: Manchester United absolutely gutted Arsenal on 
Tuesday, 3-1; it was over early, with two Reds goals in the 
first 11 minutes. Then on Wednesday, Barcelona, without a single shot on 
goal all game and playing a man down for the last half-hour, somehow 
came up with a winner five minutes deep into extra time, to stun host 
Chelsea.

To a child, death looms large: a great, mysterious black curtain 
that things slip behind, never to be seen again. Is heaven back 
there? Or something else, something not good? No one is sure, 


which makes the thing even more forbidding. 

At the outset of Let Me Down Easy, Anna 
Deavere Smith shares this child’s perspec- 
tive, not from the life of another, as we might 
expect based on her interview-based works, 
Twilight: Los Angeles , 1992 and Fires in the 
Mirror, but out of her experience, a signal to 
us that this work follows a personal path, 
with the artist pursuing her own consider- 
ation of mortality and what it means to con- 
front that ominous curtain. 

Smith embarks on that journey with a tan- 
talizing impersonation of herself - and you 
do sense her applying the same technique to 
herself that she does to the other people she 
presents onstage, that painstakingly precise 
re-creation of her subject’s gestures, words, 
rhythms, inflections, and pitches, including 
every last “urn” and “ah” - before going on 
to explore mortality in her signature fashion, 
through the experiences and observations of 
others. Initially, those are people whose liveli- 
hoods involve pushing the boundaries of physi- 
cal expression and who confront mortality as 
a matter of course: a prizefighter, a rodeo bull 
rider, Lance Armstrong. With Armstrong, that 
confrontation also concerns his battle against 
cancer, and in time, Smith shifts her atten- 
tion to patients with catastrophic illnesses. 
Speaking with patients leads her naturally 
to the doctors who treat them, which in turn 
leads to the health-care system in which those 
physicians labor. And so it goes, following a 
road that winds from the sports arena to the 
hospital corridor to the flooded streets of New 
Orleans to an orphanage in Johannesburg, 
South Africa, to, ultimately, the graveside. 


There’s a meandering quality to the work 
as it’s presented here, but that’s the nature 
of personal journeys, isn’t it? A discovery 
on one trail may lead you down a different 
one, and what you find there may send you 
in yet another direction. Even when a digres- 
sion feels less than organic - an analysis of 
our broken health-care system, while timely, 
seems far afield of the work’s focus on 
personal experience - it fits into the work’s 
questioning nature. Smith refers to the proj- 
ect as an inquiry, and that’s apt. She’s prob- 
ing for answers to big questions about death 
and that thing that happens before it, life. 

Like a good journalist, Smith will pursue 
answers in many places and report what she 
finds with scrupulous fidelity. Her portraits of 
the two dozen individuals here are strikingly 
distinct and represent their subjects in the 
fullness of their humanity. And though some 
are caught in tragic circumstances, Smith 
never shows pity for them or invites us to. 
She is clear-eyed in her embodiment of each, 
the better for us to admire these individuals’ 
courage and compassion and resilience in 
facing the end facing us all. 

Ultimately, Smith’s long and winding road 
brings us back where we started, to a child’s 
perspective on death. Only this time, the 
child is terminally ill and does not fear it. 
Through him comes the gift in Smith’s odys- 
sey: a way to slip behind the curtain, to ease 
away from life, in peace. In that gesture is 
generosity and grace, and Smith offers it 
to us in the openness of the Arena Stage, 
where we all face one another with no cur- 
tain in sight. - Robert Faires

THE E WORD: A PLAYGROUND ADAPTATION

A Number 


City Theatre, through May 10

Different Stages’ production of A Number is one of those 
shows where all the ingredients - performance, design, and prep- 
aration - come together in a fascinating, absorbing combination. 


It’s not an easy play. If it were a meal, this 
show would be like the octopus salad I had 
one time at Whole Foods, not some frozen 
pizza you pop in the oven. However, A Number 
is worth seeing for the same reason that culi- 
nary adventures are worth risking: You learn 
a little something new about the world. 

The play presents two men onstage. Salter 
(Norman Blumensaadt) is trying to reassure 
his son (Marc Balester) that he really is his 
son, not just some replacement replica. That 
kind of worry can crop up when you discover 
that your genetic material has been cloned 
roughly 20 times without permission. 

The sci-fi aspect to A Number ends there. 
Cloning may be the hook, but the play is 
more about identity and how identity is estab- 
lished. It’s also about coming to terms with 
the great mistakes of life. Balester plays the 
multiple clones masterfully, and even without 
costume changes, each clone is very much 
his own character. Salter is a great role for 
Blumensaadt, who brings a natural, nervy ten- 
sion to Salter’s moral queasiness. The actors 
are aided by a stark set of black and white, 
designed by Ann Marie Gordon, with hard lines 
and a background that resembles prison bars. 

For most people out there in the world, 
Caryl Churchill’s extremely sparse writing 
is not easy to digest. In A Number, she 
gives us overlapping dialogue from a script 
without punctuation or stage directions. 

The events of the story are hard to define, 
because Salter contradicts himself and 
because Churchill resists including a lot of 
real-world specifics. Instead, she provides 


only a few concrete images from the lives of 
her characters: a boy calling out at night for 
his father or an underground dwelling with 
coffins in the walls. 

Churchill is considered an important and 
insightful playwright in the same category 
as Harold Pinter and other writers of the 
20th century who looked to deconstruct 
our assumptions about stories and how we 
tell them. But let’s face it: For the average 
person who didn’t take an undergraduate 
seminar in post-World War II drama, it’s easy 
to be left feeling adrift at the end. I see and 
write about theatre all the time, and even I 
feel like Churchill’s being unfair, making me 
do work when I just came to see a play. 

Different Stages does something very 
smart about that. Audience talk-backs are 
nothing new, but with this production, the 
postshow discussion is actually part of the 
evening, not just something you sneak away 
from so you can get to your car first. The 
reason for the talk-back may be because the 
play clocks in at only 60 minutes, and there 
were bang-for-buck considerations. But with 
A Number ; the talk-back also reassures the 
audience: No, it wasn’t just you; the play 
was really challenging. Dramaturge C. Denby 
Swanson leads the open-ended discussion, 
inviting the audience members to piece 
together what they saw for themselves, and 
she makes everyone feel pretty smart in the 
process. Not bad for an extra. 

A Number is worth seeing. Bring a 
friend, in fact. Half the fun is talking about 
it later. - Elizabeth Cobbe

Has Peter Bay really been 
leading the Austin Symphony 
for 10 years? For some reason 

- his eternally boyish looks, 
perhaps? - it doesn’t seem 
that long. But the measure of 
Bay’s time on the podium was 

evident throughout the penultimate concert 
of ASO’s 98th season. No matter what 
was being played - and the varied mate- 
rial swung from new to old, bold to muted, 
majestic to jazzy - the orchestra sounded 
confident and cohesive, a true ensemble 
that knew exactly what it was playing and 
how to play it with a unified sound. 

An orchestra may face no more serious 
test of that kind of comprehension and unity 
than with a new work, and in Dan Welcher’s 
Symphony No. 5, ASO faced not only a new 
work but an ambitious new work. Welcher, 
an Austin composer of longstanding who’s 
known Bay for 30 years and was commis- 
sioned to write the work in honor of his 
friend’s first decade with ASO, had in mind a 
symphony of the old school, with the sweep, 
lush colors, and unfettered musical energy 
of a Sibelius or Shostakovich. That’s a chal- 
lenge to produce in these post-postmodern 
days, but Welcher managed a score of 
admirable complexity and splendor, encom- 
passing moments of contemplation and 
exclamation within a richly textured musical 
framework that was always pressing forward, 
growing and deepening in feeling. Indeed, its 
four-note motif was first stated with an air of 
anxiety about it - think of the famous theme 
of Beethoven’s Fifth turned upside down and 
tentatively sounded out - but over his Fifth's 
four movements, Welcher reconsidered 
and added weight to the notes until they 
acquired a sense of resolve that powered 
the music to a heart-swelling conclusion. 

One could forgive ASO - or any orchestra 

- for not conveying all that complexity in a 
work’s first performance, but no dispensa- 
tion was necessary here. The orchestra gave 
a reading of the symphony that sounded its 
many colors in all their most vivid and subtle 
shadings. It was a full-bodied performance, 
robust and spirited in the way a symphony 
should sound, and shaping it with every step 
was Bay, his sharp, vigorous gestures, espe- 



cially in the fourth movement, telling you 
everything you needed to know about the 
passion he had for his friend’s composition. 

The work that followed made quite differ- 
ent demands of the ensemble. Bruch’s Violin 
Concerto No. 1 is very much a star turn for 
a soloist, with the orchestra relegated to 
the role of accompanist. Guest artist Sarah 
Chang commanded the stage and played 
like a woman on a mission. Hervirtuosic 
performance seemed driven by a deep sor- 
row, with every phrase, even the most force- 
ful, shaded around the edges with heart- 
ache; you could almost see tears sliding off 
her bow. Here, Bay was at his most fluid, 
smoothly guiding the orchestra to create a 
gentle, soft surface onto which Chang’s vio- 
lin could pour out its anguish. 

From subdued support, ASO made an about- 
face to rollicking pomp, with Tchaikovsky’s 
Capriccio italien, a work that is both heavy 
and light, stately and fun, in that way only 
Tchaikovsky can be. The piece calls for a 
broad, lusty sound, and with the evening’s 
major works behind them, the musicians 
were able to cut loose. They appeared to 
take their cue from Bay, who conducted with 
great sweeps of his arms and an enormous 
grin that could be glimpsed with every ani- 
mated turn of his body. Both conductor and 
orchestra were clearly having a grand time, 
and the feeling was infectious. When they fin- 
ished, the crowd roared its approval. 

As satisfying as the program was, however, 
it left you feeling you’d been moving backward 
for two hours. The symphony, traditionally 
performed last, was performed first. (I sus- 
pect that was ASO’s way of guaranteeing that 
patrons inclined to leave at intermission would 
hear the Welcher premiere.) The overture, 
which usually opens the program, closed it. Ah 
well, if we moved from the end to the begin- 
ning, let it stand for the beginning of Bay’s 
second decade with ASO. That’s something 
well worth looking forward to. - Robert Faires

Star Trek : Has there ever been any other television program 
that so captured the imagination of its (initially modest) fan 
base? Almost 40 years after NBC pulled the plug a mere 


three seasons into the USS Enterprise's five- 
year mission, we’re still aching to “boldly go 
where no man has gone before.” Trek creator 
Gene Roddenberry originally pitched the 
show as “Wagon Train to the stars,” a canny 
reference to a wildly popular Western that 
ended its seven-year run almost one year to 
the day that Trek debuted at 8:30pm EST 
on Thursday, Sept. 8, 1966. Roddenberry’s 
genius - and the reason we’re still eager 
to be thrilled by the ongoing voyages of the 
USS Enterprise and her various crews - has 
everything to do with the franchise’s bedrock 
humanism and mankind’s itchy, primal drive 
to discover what lies beyond the beyond. 

(The Cold War space race, about which the 
original Trek spoke so eloquently, is long over 
but not so the longing for, and fear of, the 
great unknown.) So does Abrams’ back-to- 
the-future, big-budget reboot measure up to 
Roddenberry’s twin warp drives of high-minded 
idealism and pop-culture adventuring? Does 
Spock get all emo-freaky when it comes to 
the Vulcan mating ritual “pon farr”? Abrams’ 
Star Trek is an immensely satisfying origin 
story that, narratively, goes all the way back 
to James Tiberius Kirk’s corn-fed and hot- 
headed Iowa youth before introducing, one 
by one, the characters we know - before we 
knew them. Abrams is respectful of Trek, and 
screenwriters Roberto Orci and Alex Kurtzman 
are clearly big fans. For all its epically chaotic 
space battles and Bana’s scheming, time- 
tripping Romulan Nero, Star Trek is most 
audacious in such scenes as when the not- 
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yet-Captain Kirk (Pine, getting the Tiberius just 
right but wisely forsaking the Shatner) beds a 
green-skinned Orion sex bomb while simulta- 
neously making a play for Saldana’s Uhura. In 
quick succession, the iconic characters enter 
in ways delightfully unexpected yet cleverly 
apropos: tippling, proto-curmudgeon medical 
student “Bones” McCoy (Urban, grimly comic); 
future helmsman and epee-wielder Hikaru 
Sulu ( Harold & Kumar’s Cho); a giddy, gung-ho 
17-year-old Pavel Chekov (Yelchin); and in a 
role that needs to be expanded next time out, 
Pegg’s competently crazed engineer Scotty. 

And then there is, of course, Spock. Two of 
them, actually: Quinto’s dire, logic-beholden 
youth, and Nimoy’s “Prime Spock,” who 
serves a key narrative role while effortlessly 
bridging Trek-then and this new, hyperactive, 
hormonal crew of budding heroes. It’s not nec- 
essary to be a longtime fan of the Star Trek 
universe to appreciate the sheer emotional 
punch and swagger of this rough and randy 
Enterprise crew. They’re unlikely companions - 
antagonists, even - not yet boldly going wher- 
ever it is they’re going but discovering that 
trial by fire and photon torpedoes is the best, 
if not the easiest, way to forge both friend- 
ships and franchises. - Marc Savlov

GOODBYE SOLO D: Ramin Bahrani; with 

Souleymane Sy Savane, Red West, Dian Franco Galindo, 
Carmen Leyva, Lane “Roc” Williams, Mamadou Lam. (NR, 91 min.) 

Here’s the thing: I’m excited about the 
new Star Trek, too. But Star Trek isn’t going 
anywhere, and, without a doubt, Bahrani’s 
small marvel of a film will be muscled out of 
theatres before its time is due. An American 
portraitist working in the same scope (but 
with more hope) as Wendy and Lucy’s Kelly 
Reichardt, Bahrani has made three films in 
four years, all of them critically acclaimed if 
underseen, and in 2008 he won the presti- 
gious Someone to Watch Independent Spirit 
Award. Goodbye Solo - which continues the 
vehicular thread of his previous films, Man 
Push Cart and Chop Shop - tells the North- 
Carolina-set story of the brief bond that forms 
between a Senegalese cab driver named Solo 
(Savane) and his frequent passenger, 70-year- 
old William (West, a former stunt actor and 
one of Elvis Presley’s longtime bodyguards). 
The opening, unbroken two-shot quietly com- 
mands attention: Solo at the wheel, cracking 
jokes over the hum of the cab dispatch and 
sullen William in the back, resisting Solo’s 
attempts at camaraderie. William wants to 
pay Solo $1,000 to drive him in two weeks’ 
time to Blowing Rock off the Blue Ridge 
Parkway: a one-way trip, or the proverbial 
long walk off a short pier. Solo initially balks, 
but it’s good money - he has a wife, a step- 
daughter, and a baby on the way to think of 
- so he agrees to the trip. But in that two 
weeks, Solo goes about inserting himself into 
William’s life, forcing a connection with a man 
who resists openness and intimacy at every 
turn. There are simply no wrong beats in this 
large-hearted examination of human curiosity 
and kindness and the limits of both when it 
comes to our influence on others. Bahrani 
and co-writer Bahareh Azimi haven’t under- 
scripted the film by any means, but what’s 
most remarkable about Goodbye Solo is what 
it achieves without words - how it illustrates 
Solo, normally a cheerful motor-mouth, silent- 
ly grappling with mental anguish. (Savane, in 
his feature film debut, is terrific, his stubborn 
strong-arming cushioned by an infectious 
smile.) Cinematographer Michael Simmonds 
knows how to shoot the actors’ faces to 
maximum effect, and he lenses the industrial 
brick and sunrise/sunset of Bahrani’s 
native Winston-Salem and the foggy, fall- 
colored Blue Ridge Mountains with equal 
loveliness - a loveliness that should be seen 
on the big screen and preferably as soon as 
possible. - Kimberley Jones

SHALL WE KISS? D: Emmanuel

Quintessential^ French in its preoccupa- 
tion with the vagaries of Tamour, Shall We 
Kiss? is painfully dunderheaded about the 
proclivities of the human heart. Writer-director 
Mouret’s characters are all well-educated and 
well-intentioned members of the bourgeoi- 
sie who, at first glance, seem reminiscent 
of Eric Rohmer’s eternal truth seekers. The 
actions of Mouret’s characters are scored 
to the cultured strains of Tchaikovsky and 
Schubert, and their wardrobes are all color- 
schemed in tasteful shades of beige. Much 
like their attire, these characters lack indi- 
vidual color; unlike Rohmer’s characters, 
they seek answers to questions about which 
most adults have long ago figured out the 
answers. Shall We Kiss? is structured as a 
story within a story, and Mouret also co-stars 
in the film, which begins as Gabriel (Cohen) 
meets Em i lie (Gayet) when she stops him in 
the street to ask for directions. A lift to her 
destination leads to a charming dinner and 
a nightcap, but when Gabriel leans in for a 
goodnight kiss (and who knows what more?), 
Emilie is reluctant to reciprocate. Though 
each one has a partner waiting back home, 
Emilie’s hesitancy is not grounded in fears of 
infidelity as much as it is in the implications 
of the kiss and the emotional floodgates it 
might open. She tells Gabriel a story about 
what happened to some people she knows. 
The rest of Shall We Kiss? primarily focuses 
on the story of Judith (Ledoyen) and Nicolas 
(Mouret), although the film cuts back from 
time to time to Gabriel and Emilie unspooling 
the tale in her hotel room. Friends since their 
school days, Judith and Nicolas enjoy a close 
relationship, even though Judith has since 
married Claudio (Accorsi). However, after a 
long-term relationship ends, Nicolas despairs 
to Judith of his aching need for human con- 
tact. His hookup with a prostitute offered him 
no relief, because she wouldn’t allow him to 
kiss her. He wonders if his best pal Judith 
would be willing to satisfy his hunger. Good 
friend that she is, Judith consents, and their 
first awkward coupling leads to a second 
-just to quiet the mystery. From there, it’s 
downhill (or maybe uphill) for the pair as their 
liaison begins to govern their emotions and 
leads them into acts of secrecy and decep- 
tion (including the engineering of a plot twist). 
What’s amazing about these two, however, is 
that they are unable to foresee the almost 
inevitable twist that sex and kissing would 
cause to their emotional relationships. Their 
logical experiment reveals a naivete that 
seems unbelievable for such otherwise intel- 
ligent characters. Shall We Kiss? is not with- 
out charms, but the crux of the characters’ 
quandary is about as monochromatic as the 
clothes they wear. - Marjorie Baumgarten

a first film. The overlong Sugar follows one 
major league hopeful’s path from a baseball 
academy in the Dominican Republic to state- 
side spring training and single-A ball in rural 
Iowa. Miguel Santos (Soto), nicknamed Sugar, 
is the cock of the walk in his native San 
Pedro de Macons, but once he graduates 
to the minors, he hits the same stumbling 
block as so many other kids labeled gifted 
and talented - that is, when the pool widens, 
one’s specialness tends to diffuse. Sugar 
also has to grapple with cultural isolation, the 
specter of a “game-over” injury, and the pres- 
sure of keeping his family out of poverty - a 
staggering amount of responsibility, really, for 
a horny, homesick 19-year-old who doesn’t 
understand the language. There’s ambition 
and real achievement in Fleck and Boden’s 
film, and my complaints are mostly minor, but 
from early on - the ill-placed opening title, 
five minutes in, in fact - I found myself resist- 
ing Sugar. It’s well-staged and well-shot, but 
what I remember most are two irritating, jerky 
zooms onto Sugar’s face that felt like Law 
& Order camerawork. Boden and Fleck used 
Broken Social Scene to effectively score 
Half Nelson, and the music here is mostly 
unobtrusive, but what lingers are the odd, 
off-putting choices: a Garden State-like cringer 
(“this song will change your life”) involving TV 
on the Radio and a Spanish-language version 
of Leonard Cohen’s overdone “Hallelujah” (I 
don’t care if it’s sung in Swahili - pop culture 
needs to put away that song for good). Sugar 
is a curiosity - too somber for a picaresque, 
too arm’s-length for much emotional effect 
- and while it’s interesting, it’s never truly 
absorbing. - Kimberley Jones

couldn’t save a crappy script.) There was 
talk of Spider-Man even then, but one argu- 
ment that went ’round and ’round in fanboy 
circles was the casting of the X-Men film 

- whenever that might come around - and 
who, exactly, should play everyone’s favorite 
hirsute lacerator, Wolverine. Sporting an 
indestructible adamantium skeleton and 
concrete-pulverizing claws that burst forth 
from the backs of his already impressive 
mitts when he is riled, Wolverine (aka James 
Logan) is rough mutant trade personified, a 
vicious foe with a berserker temper and a 
dodgy memory. Fie is one of the good guys - 
but his mental kennel has a rusty lock, and 
for sure you wouldn’t want him sniffing up 
your girlfriend when you weren’t around. The 
much-debated fanboy fantasy casting choice 
of the day? Danzig : The former Misfit and 
sometime-Elvis impersonator was, natch, 

a major booster of the idea. And now that 
X-Men Origins: Wolverine is upon us, ravening 
and forgetful, I’m inclined to agree: Glenn 
Danzig could’ve saved this film. As it is, how- 
ever, Wolverine is a noisy mess, an origin/ 
prequel that’s nicely full of Jackman’s ace 
glare as Wolverine and seriously killer snarl 

- The Boy From Aaarrrgh! - but utterly devoid 
of any of the borderline subversive smarts 
that made Bryan Singer’s X-Men outings 

so contemporarily resonant. Director Flood 
(' Tsotsi ) opens strong, with a wickedly crafted 
opening-credits sequence that shows young 
mutant Logan and his more feral half-brother, 
Victor, aka Sabretooth (Schreiber), emerging 
from Canada’s Northwest Territories, circa 
1845, to fight side by side in the Civil War, 
both World Wars, and Vietnam (what, Korea 
wasn’t badass enough?). It goes downhill 
from there as the semisibs are recruited 
by black-ops evildoer Gen. Stryker (Fluston) 
to be part of an elite mutant fighting force; 
chaos and some very poorly rendered CG 
effects, excluding a masterful helicopter 
evisceration, ensue. If you’re a longtime 


reader of the Marvel series, you’ll likely 
laugh at Reynolds’ portrayal of Deadpool, 
you’ll dig will.i.am’s Wraith, and you’ll already 
know enough about Logan/ Wolverine’s back- 
and-front story to wonder how on earth an 
X-Men film could be so ... bland. Oh, right: no

With Adventureland, Mottola delivers a movie that 
is closer in comedic spirit to his sweet and soulful 
Daytrippers than to his rad and raunchy Superbad, 
although all three films share an affinity for single 
compound-word titles. It’s a story about the summer 
that changed a young man’s life, the type that’s both 
been overtold yet is still full of potential. For James 
Brennan (Eisenberg), it’s the summer between the 
end of college and the start of graduate school when 
he accepts a crummy job at the semidilapidated 
local amusement park. Adventureland is set in the 
summer of 1987 and is something of a kindred spirit 
to such Eighties teen-on-the-verge-of-adulthood com- 
edies as Risky Business and Fast Times at Ridgemont 
High. Adventureland is a confident return to the kind 
of teen comedy that’s funny without being raunchy, 
youthful without being juvenile, and reflective with- 
out hitting you over the head with anything heavier 
than an amusement-park Whac-a-Mole mallet.

With co-star Baker currently in the spotlight due to 
the success of his TV show The Mentalist, the timing 
is auspicious for Not Forgotten. Baker is cast as the 
film’s soccer dad, Jack Bishop, a banker in Del Rio, 
Texas. His daughter, Toby (Moretz), is on the verge of 
adolescence, and he’s married to Amaya (Vega), his 
second wife. Then Toby (who narrates the story in 
voiceover) is kidnapped, and the veneer of the perfect 
family is scraped raw in the process of solving the kid- 
napping mystery. Integral to the story is the religious 
cult of Santa Muerte, a death cult popular with drug 
dealers and prostitutes. The swiftly moving and vivid 
plot is a tightly wound mystery that saves most of its 
surprises for the third act. However, Not Forgotten does 
not hold up to psychological scrutiny. There are so 
many hidden agendas at work that it’s hard to believe 
they would not have come into play prior to Toby’s kid- 
napping.

of The Cable Guy. In Observe and Report, shopping-mall 
security guard Ronnie Barnhardt (Rogen) is a bipolar 
gun nut who also suffers from delusions of grandeur. 
Rogen ’s acting range, though dramatically adequate, 
is not huge, which may help explain why Ronnie’s vigi- 
lantism takes such a dark turn. More likely, however, 
is that the unevenness is due to the guiding aesthetic 
of Hill {The Foot Fist Way).

in a 17-year-old’s body. Not that any of this matters 
much: The movie manages to glide along engagingly 
and swiftly enough to not make this failing terribly 
conspicuous. Director Steers ( Igby Goes Down) keeps 
the movie’s foregone progression moving apace, and, 
fortunately, doesn’t dwell on the magical vortex that 
sucks present-day Mike (Perry) into his former high 
school-senior self (played by Efron).

In Mexico, we are 
introduced to Casper (Flores), a teenage member of 
the vicious Mara Salvatrucha gang. In the latter half 
of the film, a contrived love story between Sayra and 
Casper develops and tacks unwarranted baggage 
onto the drama. Writer/director Fukunaga’s images 
are striking, and his storytelling abilities are strong, 
but his screenwriting skills rely heavily on sappy for- 
mulas that add nothing to our understanding of the 
border-crossing experience.

POLICE ROADBLOCKS & DWI 

Can the police set up a roadblock? If so, can I be 
forced to take a Breathalyzer or give a blood sample if 
I am stopped? 

DWI roadblocks are valid in Texas under 
extremely limited circumstances. The constitu- 
tional rights afforded to you ensure that an officer 
may only stop you after the officer has obtained 
individualized, reasonable suspicion that you 
have violated the law. A DWI roadblock acts as 
a substitute for the individualized, reasonable 
suspicion needed under a normal traffic stop. As 
such, the Texas Court of Criminal Appeals has 
held that sobriety checkpoints may only be used 
in rare circumstances. 

Texas counties have begun executing road- 
blocks on special holidays after first dem- 
onstrating a higher than normal number of 
alcohol-related arrests and accidents during that 
time. At the very least, it will become common 
for roadblocks to be held in Travis County on 
New Year’s Eve and the Fourth of July holidays. 
While there are no uniform legal standards for 
DWI roadblocks, the following are some of the 
requirements that must be met for a roadblock 
to be legally upheld. 

Supervisory personnel must be involved in the 
planning of the roadblock. The officers must fol- 
low a uniform pattern in terms of which vehicles 
are stopped and how individual drivers are treat- 
ed. The roadblock must be performed in a safe, 
well-lit area and must not be intended to target a 
specific population. The roadblock must not be at 
a time when it will be likely to impede a large vol- 
ume of traffic. The official nature of the roadblock 
must be open and obvious to oncoming motorists, 
and there must be some advance publicity of the 
roadblock. If you are detained in a roadblock, you 
have the same rights to remain silent and refuse to 
provide a breath or blood sample as you do in an 
individualized traffic stop.

THESE TIRES SHOULD 
BE FULL OF HOT AIR 
BUT AREN’T 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I have a 2000 Toyota Sienna van. My van 
tires lose air on a regular basis. The tire- 
trouble indicator on the dash is on most of 
the time. The front desk personnel - who 
have had some mechanical training - say I 
only need to have the tire rims cleaned and 
sealed, and they should hold for two years. 
One of the mechanics, who seems to be 
knowledgeable, says it’s because my rims are 
aluminum, and aluminum rims collect resi- 
due that gets between the tire and the rim. 
He recommended getting stainless-steel rims. 
Who is right? -Jean-Marie 

TOM: Well, there are millions of cars with 
aluminum-alloy rims out there, and their tires 
are all holding air. So I don’t think it’s the type 
of rims you have, Jean-Marie. 

RAY: There are two things I’d look at. 
One is your valve stems. The valve stem is 
the black rubber thing that sticks out of the 
wheel. It’s where you put the air when you fill 
up the tires. Valve stems can sometimes crack 
or deteriorate and get porous and allow air to 
slowly leak out. 

TOM: In fact, some 30 million Chinese- 
made valve stems were recently recalled 
because they may fail. They were manu- 
factured for a company named Dill and 
distributed by Tech International all over the 
country. If you have those, you can get them 
replaced for free. 

RAY: The other possibility is what the front 
desk personnel suggested - that you have 
oxidation on the inside of the rims, and that’s 
preventing the bead of the tire from sealing 
tightly against the rims. That’s also a com- 
mon source of slow leaks. 

TOM: So, my suggestion would be to have 
your mechanic remove all of the tires, clean 
up the rims, replace the valve stems, and 
remount the tires. I’ll bet that fixes it. 

RAY: And if he happens to notice any huge 
nail holes while he’s at it, have him patch those 
up, too. Good luck, Jean-Marie.
